A Lebanese delegate said the 
Arab leaders had agreed to name 
King Hussein to "follow up on 
ways to help Lebanon on all 
levels." 

They also agreed to contribute 
to a rescue fund to ease the 
country’s economic ills, the dele- 
gate said. 

“If the Arabs let Lebanon col- 
lapse economically there will be 
no chance to save it,” Mr. 
Gemayel was quoted as telling 
the summit. 

Mr. Gemayel asked Arab lead- 
ers for SltiS million aid in the 
form of wheat and petrol. 

The delegate who spoke to 
Reuter said “the leaders did not 
specify the amount of aid but 
King Hussein will follow up on 
this/’ the delegate added. 

The Lebanese pound has lo&t 
more than 82 per cent of its 
international value this year, 
pushing inflation to an estimated 
300 per cent and prompting na- 
tion-wide protests. 

Oil-rich Arab countries have 
previously refused to give aid to 
Lebanon until the government 
reeains control over illegal ports 
and starts collecting taxes. 

Lebanese political analysts say 
the Christian Maronite president 
might seek U.N. help to secure a 
withdrawal of Syria s 25,000 from 
Lebanon. 

But any move by Mr. Gemayel 
to demand a Syrian withdrawal 
before the end of his six-year 
term as president next year could 
lead to a new round of violence.

THE EXTRAORDINARY Arab 
summit ended on Wednesday 
with the Arab leaders agreeing to 
settle side differences and seek 
unified action towards achieving 
a joint strategy to develop Arab 
capabilities and power. 

The secretary-general of the 
21 -member Arab League, Mr. 
Chadli KJibi, read out the sum- 
mit’s final statement which re- 
flected a rare signal of Arab 
solidarity and unity against com- 
mon dangers and challenges. 

The final statement contained 
the outcome of the four-day deli- 
berations of the Arab leaders 
here and touched on all vital 
issues facing the Arab Nation 
today. 

On the Iran-Iraq war, the com- 
munique said that the seven-year- 
old conflict in the Gulf — the 
central theme that prompted the 
convening of the summit — 
dominated the agenda for discus- 
sions of the Arab leaders. 

It said the conference conde- 
mned Iran’s occupation of parts 
of Iraqi territory and Tehran’s 
procrastination in accepting Un- 
ited Nations Security Council Re- 
solution 598. 

The conference called on Iran 
to accept the resolution and im- 
plement it in the same chronolo- 
gical order of steps as outlined in 
the document adopted by the 


Security Council on July 20. 

The conference urged the in- 
ternational community to “shoul- 
der its responsibilities and exert 
effective efforts and adopt mea- 
sures adequate to make the Ira- 
nian regime respond to the calls 
of peace.” 

However, the communique did 
not contain any calls for sanctions 
against Iran, either on the Arab 
level or the international scene. 

The summit declared the Arab 
League’s solidarity with Iraq and 
its appreciation of Baghdad's 
positive responses to peace initia- 
tives including its acceptance of 
Resolution 598. 

Iraq has said it is willing to 
accept and abide by the resolu- 
tion provided Iran did likewise. 
Tehran is insisting that a commis- 
sion of inquiry be set up simul- 
taneously with a ceasefire to 
probe into the origins of the war 
and identify the “aggressor.” 

Resolution 598 does contain a 
provision to set up such an in- 
quiry panel but only after the two 
belligerents announce a ceasefire, 
withdraw their forces to the inter- 
national border and exchange 
prisoners of war. The inquiry, 
according to Resolution 598, will 
be launched simultaneously with 
peaceful negotiations between 
Iran and Iraq. 

The Amman summit also "con- 
firmed its solidarity with and sup 
port for Iraq in safeguarding its 
territories and waters and in de- 


fending its legitimate rights." 

Referring to spillovers of the 
Iran-Iraq war into other states in 
the region, the summit communi- 
ue said “the leaders reviewed 
evelopments in the Gulf region 
and the dangerous results of the 
Iranian provocations and aggres- 
sions.” 

The conference expressed soli- 
darity with Kuwait, a target of at 
least seven Iranian missiles in the 
past four months, “in confronting 
the Iranian regime’s aggression.” 

On the Jnly 31 violence in the 
Holy City of Mecca between Ira- 
nian rioters and Saudi security 
men during the pilgrimage sea- 
son, the conference “denounced 
the bloody criminal acts perpe- 
trated by the Iranians in the 
vicinity of the Holy Mosque in 
Mecca.” 

It also supports Saudi Arabia 
and “the measures (Saudi Ara- 
bia) adopts to ensure the suitable 
climate for pilgrims to the holy 
places to perform their rites in 
peace and humility and prevent 
any infringement on freedom in 
the holy places and to Muslim 
feelings.” 

Describing the Palestine issue 
as “the core and essence of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict,” the confer- 
ence reaffirmed the Arab 
League's support for an interna- 
tional conference on the Middle 
East under U.N. auspices to 
bring about a settlement based on 
“the recovery of all the occupied 


Arab and Palestinian territories 
and the restoration of the nation- 
al rights of the Arab Palestinian 
people.” The proposed interna- 
tional conference, said the sum- 
mit communique, should be 
attended by the permanent mem- 
bers of the Security Council and 
ail parties concerned, including 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) "on equal 
footing.” 

The summit paid tribute to the 
“steadfastness of the Palestinian 
people in the occupied territor- 
ies” and reiterated the Arab 
League’s commitment to support 
and assist the people living under 
Israeli occupation. 

On Lebanon, the statement 
said the summit discussed the 
Lebanese civil strife and “its tra- 
gic repercussions on the brotherly 
Arab Lebanese people.” 

The Arab leaders stressed "the 
importance they attached to 
Lebanon’s national unity, its 
Arab character and territorial un- 
ity, as well as their assistance to 
help ir overcome the crisis and 
restore its strength and 
sovereignty." 

The conference condemned 
“international terrorism... all its 
forms, methods and sources.” The 
leaders emphasised “their belief

It needs care and 
sponsorship to grow 
and acquire strength

HIS MAJESTY King Hussein, in a closing 
speech to the extraordinary Arab summit, 
declared that the achievements of the confer- 
ence represent “a new birth” for Arab unity 
and collective Arab action. 


“What we have achieved, with- 
God’s blessing, is a new birth for 
our march,” the King said. 

“Like all new boras, k needs 
commitment, care and con- 
tinuous effort so it can gain 
strength and complete its 
growth,” His Majesty told the 15 
Arab heads of states and repre- 
sentatives of five Arab countries, 
and the chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

The King said the Arab Nation 
had emerged with “one voice, 
one stand, one goal and every 
inch of its land dear to the entire 
nation.” (See page 4ferM text 
of the King’s address). 

The final resolution of the sum- 
mit said Arab leaders had agreed 
unanimously to overcome their 
differences. 

They expressed their “deter- 
mination to pro tea Arab national 
security, sovereignty and land” 
and stressed their “commitment 


to the Arab League Charter, the 
Arab Solidarity Charter, and the 
Joint Arab Defence Pact." 

The central theme of the sum- 
mit had been Arab national 
security and the final resolutions 
reflected an unprecedented 
realisation among the Arab ranks 
of the growing threats to the 
Arab Order both from the east in 
the form of Iranian aggression 
and from the west by Israel. 

Oman's Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Yousef Ibn Alawi 
said tne main aim now was to end 
the Iran-Iraq war. 

The Kuwaiti News Agency 
Wednesday quoted Arab sources 
as saying the conference had 
achieved results “beyond all ex- 
pectations.” 

Kuwait’s Al Rai Al Aam daily 
said in an editorial that the Am- 
man summit had been “a turning 
point” in Arab efforts to take 
concerted action.

UAE restores formal 
relations with Egypt 


ABU DHABI (Agencies) — The 
United Arab Emirates (UAE) 
restored full diplomatic relations 
with Egypt Wednesday, the Fore- 
ign Ministry announced. 

' The announcement came bard 
on the heels of the extraordinary 
Arab summit in Amman, where it 
was left to the Arab League 
member states to decide indi- 
vidually on whether ties with 
Egypt would be resumed. 

The announcement by Abu 
Dhabi was a foregone conclusion, 
in view of a statement by UAE 
President Sheikh Zayed Ibn Sul- 
tan Al Nahayan to a Kuwaiti 
newspaper last week that a re- 
sumption of diplomatic ties with 
Egypt was imminent. 

The UAE Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Rashid Abdullah 
AI Nuaimi earlier flew to Cairo 
from Amman after attending the 
summit, with a message from 
President Sheikh Zayed to 
Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak. 

Sheikh Zayed made dear in an 
interview with the Kuwaiti daily 
Al Rai Al Aam one day before 
the summit convened that he 
would support Egypt's readmis- 
sion to the league. 

Summit conference sources 
said after a meeting of leaders of 
the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) — grouping Saudi Ara- 
bia, Kuwait, Bahrain, Oman, 
Qatar and the UAE — that their 
countries would restore fell ties 
after the summit ended. 

The United Arab Emirates 
joined most of the league mem- 
ber countries in ostracising Egypt 
from the Arab fold in punishment 
for its 1979 treaty with Israel. 


The UAE is current chairman 
of the GCC. 

But Arab diplomatic sources in 
Cairo stressed that the decision 
by Abu Dhabi in no way was 
binding to other GCC countries. 

They said that Bahrain was 
expected to emulate the example 
of the UAE within hours or davs, 
but disclaimed any knowledge 
about any similar moves contem- 
plated by Saudi Arabia, Qatar 
and Kuwait. 

Oman has from the start re- 
sisted pressure to break ties with 
Egypt. 

Sources quoted by AP said that 
the North Yemeni government of 
President AH Abdullah Saleh also 
was expected to restore relations 
with Egypt in the near future. 

The summit ended in Amman 
earlier in the day. 

A similar announcement like 
the UAE was expected from 
Iraq. Iraqi First Deputy Prime 
Minister Taha Yassin Ramadan 
told the Jordan Times on Tues- 
day that Iraq was "determined to 
resume diplomatic relations with 
Egypt immediately after the 
(Amman) summit” regardless of 
the final decision of the confer- 
ence. 

Arab diplomatic sources in 
Cairo, quoted by AP, said they 
expected Morocco also to return 
an ambassador to Cairo after the 
Amman summit. 

Morocco’s King Hassan has 
sent several high-ranking emis- 
saries to Cairo. Egyptian news- 
papers last week quoted him as 
saying in an interview that he 
favours restoration of ties and 
that the Arab boycott derision 
had been unsound. 
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4 Impossible ’ Iranian offer 
cited to help free Waite 


LONDON (AP) — An Iranian official has pledged 
Iran’s help in trying to free Anglican church envoy 
Terry Waite and other Western captives but under 
conditions that are impossible to meet, the British 
Broadcasting Corp. (BBC) reported Tuesday. 


The official said the United 
States and Britain should change 
their policies and do something to 
win the release of Iranians mis- 
sing in Lebanon. BBC Television 
reported, it said, however, that 
three missing Iranians had been 
killed, and a’ fourth was impossi- 
ble to trace among the maze of 
guerrilla groups in Beirut. 

Twenty" four Westerners are 
missing or held hostage in Leba- 
non including eight Americans. 


Mr. Waite, the personal envoy of 
Archbishop of Canterbury 
Robert Runcie, vanished on Jan. 
20 while trying to negotiate with 
the captors of Terry" Anderson, 
the Associated Press'chief Middle 
East correspondent, and Thomas 
Sutherland, an educator at the 
American University of Beirut. 

They are believed held by Mus- 
lim guerrillas with ties to the 
Islamic revolutionary govern- 
ment in Iran. 


The BBC Television report 
showed Khamal Kharrazi, whom 
it identified as a senior Iranian 
figure, saying the United States 
and Britain should help free Ira- 
nians captured by Lebanese 
Falangists 

“Certainly in return we will do 
all ... to influence... the Muslim 
brothers in Lebanon to release the 
hostages," Mr. Kharrazi said in 
hesitant English. 

Tehran authorities have said 
several times previously that they 
might be able to use their influ- 
ence to help free captives in 
Lebanon, but no noticeable prog- 
ress has been made. Two months 
ago the BBC quoted unidentified 
senior officials in Tehran as

saying Mr. Waite was certainly 
alive. 


No group has claimed author- 
itatively to have taken Mr. Waite 
captive nor published photos of 
him, as has happened with some 
other Western captives to give 
periodic assurances that they are 
alive. 


Gulf war 
could continue 
indefinitely, 
IISS says 


LONDON (R) — Iran and Iraq 
have enough arms to continue 
their seven" vear-old war almost 
indefinitely unless effective inter- 
national sanctions are imposed, a 
leading international military in- 
stitute" said on Wednesday. 

The London-based Interna- 
tional Institute for Strategic Stu- 
dies (IISS) said in a commentary 
on its annual militaiy balance 
review that overall military stocks 
showed little sign of dwindling. 

“Failing an effective arms 
embargo, (overall, force and 
equipment levels) would appear 
sufficient to permit conflict at 
present levels to continue almost 
indefinitely," the IISS said. 

The strength of national re- 
solve on bo"th sides to sustain 
continued hostilities is. however, 
not amenable to calculation.” it 
added. 

The 246-page report, published 
on Wednesday, acknowledged in- 
formation on arms purchases by 
Iran and Iraq was imprecise. But 
Baghdad appeared to be meeting 
its "needs with arms from the 
Soviet Union and Egypt while 
Tehran was buying on the world 
market. 


Italian Navy destroys mine in Gulf 


ROME (AP) — A mine in the 
path of a freighter in the Gulf was 
destroyed Wednesday by a heli- 
copter from the Italian frigate 
Scirocco. navy headquarters 
announced. 

The mine was detected along 
the route of the Italian merchant 


ship Merzario Britannia, travel- 
ing from Saudi Arabia to Kuwait 
under escort by Italian warships, 
the navy said. 


The captain of the frigate 
ordered the helicopter to destroy 
the mine by machine gun fire and 


the convoy resumed navigation 
without incident, the statement 
added. 

Italy sent warships to the Gulf 
in September to protect Italian 
shipping after an Italian container 
ship was attacked by what Italy 
said was an Iranian speedboat. 


Shin Bet suspends 3 agents for lying 


TEL AVIV (AP)— The Shin Bet 
security service has suspended 
three agents who allegedly lied to 
a judicial commission about an 
interrogation in which a Palesti- 
nian died, the daily Ydeiot Ahro- 
not reported Wednesday. 

The office of Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, who is responsi- 
ble for the Shin Bet. refused to 
comment. The super-secret agen- 
cy responsible for counter-tenor- 
ism does not have a spokesman. 

The mass-circulation daily said 
the agents lied to their superiors 
who were asked to report to the 
commission on (he circumstances 
of the death of 23-year-old Awad 
Hamdan in July. 

Hamdan died in Israeli custody 
two days after his anest for be- 
| longing to an illegal organisation, 
a charge usually applied to mem- 
bers of the outlawed Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

The newspaper said the agents’ 
account, which included ‘inaccu- 


rate facts and even lies.” had 
been submitted to the panel in- 
vestigation the interrogation 
methods of the Shin Bet. 

The three-member judicial 
commission issued a report ear- 
lier this month saying Shin Bet 
agents routinely lied in court for 
the past 16 years about the use of 
force during interrogations. 

The commission, headed by 
Supreme Court Justice Mosbe 
Landau, was appointed last June 
after two scandals in which the 
Shin Bet was found to have used 
brutal methods and then lied ab- 
out the practices. 

In the case of the 1984 hijack- 
ing of a commuter bus, two 
Palestinians were beaten to death 
by Shin Bet agents. The agency 
then covered up the involvement 
of its agents in testimony to two 
investigative panels and tried to 
shift blame on an army officer. 

In another case, the supreme 
court set free army Ltrfaat Naf- 


so, a member of the Circassian 
Muslim minority who had served 
seven years of a sentence for 
espionage and treason. The court 
acted after Nafso claimed he was 
beaten and threatened into con- 
fessing. 

Felicia Langer, an Israeli 
lawyer who often represents 
Palestinians, asked the commis- 
sion to investigate the circumst- 
ances of Awad's death. 

Langer told Israel Army Radio 
Wednesday she was hired by 
Awad's family after they found 
marks on his body indicating he 
had been tortured. 

She told the radio she asked 
Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin, 
Police Minister Chaim Bar Lev 
and Attorney General Yosef 
Harish to clarify how Awad died. 

“The replies took a long time 
in coming and were evasive when 
they did come.” said Ms. Langer. 
“I also did not receive a report of 
the autopsy. 


Peres: No 
chance for 
alliance with 
Khomeini 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres has said 
that no Israeli-Iranian alliance 
was possible as long as Iran’s 
leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini remained in power. 

Peres also criticised Arab lead- 
ers for trying to link Israel with. 
Iran. 


Peres supported his conten- 
tions by quoting from the Bible's 
book of Esther, in which a Per- 
sian official named Haman plots 
against the Jew, Mordechai. 

“In history and also today, 
there's no chance for an alliance 
between Haman and Mordechai, 
between Khomeini and Israel. 
We are completely different and 
apart,” he said in a speech. 

Peres’ remarks seemed to re- 
flect a shift in Israel’s tacit policy 
of favouring Iran in its conflict 
with Iraq. 


Israel maintained flourishing 
relations with the regime of the 
late Iranian shah until Khomeini 
took power in February 1979. 

Although it officially referred 
to Khomeini’s fundamentalist 
Muslim regime as its bitter foe, 
Israel was active in the transfer of 
U.S. arms to Iran in 1985 and 
1986. 

Israel’s involvement in the 
arms sales began in 1985 when 
the country shipped 508 U.S.- 
made Tow anti-tank missiles and 
18 Hawk anti-aircraft missiles to 
Tehran. 

The United States took over- 
the shipments in February 1986 
but used Israel as a transfer point. 

Israeli leaders have admitted 
selling weapons to Iran, but have 
insisted they acted only at the 
request of the United States. 

Recent Arab newspaper re- 
ports have said that David Kim- 
che, a former Israeli Foreign 
Ministry director-general and a 
key figure in the arms sales, 
secretly met with high-ranking 
Iranian officials. 

The Kuwaiti daily newspaper 
A! Rai AI Aam reported Monday 
that three Iranian navy comman- 
ders visited Israel last week to 
watch a display of Israeli-made 
Gabriel anti-ship missile. 


Red Cross official meets Abu Nidal 
group holding European prisoners 



BEIRUT (Agencies) — The In- 
ternational Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC) says one of its 
officials has met a shadowy 
Palestinian group holding eight 
people seized from a boat off the 
Israeli-occupied Gaza Strip. 

Dominique Gross, ICRC de- 
legation chief in Lebanon, said 
delegate Nicholas Roggo discus- 
sed the prisoners with the group, 
the Fateh Revolutionary Council 
organisation headed by Abu 
Nidal. 

He told Reuters on Tuesday 
night the ICRC representative 
met the group on a “routine 
basis,” not on an official mission 
from Geneva. 

Mr. Gross and a spokesman for 
the Palestinian group refused to 
say whether the ICRC delegate 
saw the captives. 

The Palestinian spokesman 
said the prisoners, accused by the 
group of being Israeli spies, were 
In “good physical and psycholo- 
gical condition." 

He added: “They are getting 
humane treatment.” 

Tuesday’s meeting was the first 
contact between the two orga- 
nisations since the Palestinian 
group offered on Sunday to show 
the prisoners to ICRC repre- 
sentatives. 

Mr. Gross said the captors 
reiterated their offer to allow the 
ICRC to meet the prisoners but 
said only ICRC headquarters in 
Geneva could decide such mat- 
ters. 

“The organisation expressed to 
the ICRC delegate its readiness 
to respond to all efforts and 
provide all facilities to the ICRC 
in due course,” he said. 

The group said on Sunday it 
had captured six Europeans with 
dual Israeli nationality and two 
Hebrew-speaking children. 

Walid Khaled, a group official 
who reported the abduction at a 
news conference in Beirut on 
Sunday, identified them as Bel- 
gians Fernand Houtekins. 40, 
Emmanuel Houtekins, 42, Gode- 
lieve Kets, Valerie Houtekins, 
16, Laurent Houtekins, 17, and 
Frenchwoman Jacqueline 
Valente.

Israel said it had no record of 
the prisoners either as nationals 
or as visitors.

A spokeswoman at the huma- 
nitarian group’s headquarters in 
Geneva confirmed that an ICRC 
delegate in west Beirut had made 
contact on Tuesday with a mem- 
ber of the group. 

“An ICRC delegate who works 
in west Beirut met Tuesday with 
someone from the Abu Nidal 
group,” the ICRC spokeswoman 
told Reuters. 

“The delegate is not authorised 
to make decisions. That is up to 
the head of the delegation. But 
contact was made. 

“The ICRC is ready to visit 
these detained people as long as 
these visits are discrete... that is 
in the interest of the detained.” 

The ICRC spokeswoman in 
Geneva said the humanitarian 
group had no information about 
the hostages' identities. Israel has 
said it has no record of the 
prisoners. 

Belgium said Tuesday it will 
use discretion and caution in 
dealing with the Palestinian 
group. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Patrick Van Hante told reporters 
the government bad no contact 
yet with the Abu Nidal group. 

“We must be very cautious,” 
Mr. Van Haute said. “We must 
remain the most discreet 
possible.” 

Mr. Van Haute said they had 
received no claim nor demand 
from the Abu Nidal group. 

“We don't know where their 
boat is now,” the spokesman 
said. “We are trying to locate it.” 

However, the French Foreign 
Ministry said it had made contact 
with high Arab officials at the 
Amman summit to seek assist- 
ance. 

Mr. Van Haute declined to 
answer reporters' questions about 
whether Belgium had contact 
with Syrian authorities that con- 
trol parts of Beirut where the 
Abu Nidal group is active. 

Israeli authorities said the kid- 
napped had uo Israeli passports 
and were not Israeli agents.

Ms. Valente was sentenced to| 
year in prison and fined 5,0{§ 
francs for failing to turn over the 
children. An arrest warrant fa 
her was issued by a court in 
Toulon during the summer of 
1985, the spokeswoman said. 

“That's what caused her to 
leave, although we don't know 
exactly how she left or when. 
We’re investigating,” said tfa 
spokeswoman, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity in keeping 
with government policy. 

No special envoy yet had been 
dispatched to handle the affair, 
she said. Embassied in Beirut and 
Tel Aviv contacted high-ranking 
Arab officials to seek assistance 
in securing the release of the 
captives. 

Authorities believe Ms. 
Valente was the girlfriend of Fer- 
nand Houtekins, who bad been 
working in southern France as a 
cook. 

The French daily Liberation 
reported Wednesday that Fer- 
nand Houtekins purchased the 
yachr Silko with a hot check. The 
17-tonne Silko left the Toulon 
port of Saint-Mandrier on July 
18, 1985 for an unknown destina- 
tion, the newspaper said. 

The Foreign Ministry spokes- 
woman said the government had 
no information on Ms. Valente or 
the Houtekins after 1985. 

“For the moment, we are just 
trying to make sense of all this" 
she said.

' JOY AND jubilance prevailed among Jordanian officials and 
citizens at the end of the extraordinary Arikb summit which was 
; dedicated to unifying the Arab World. 

/■'. As the crucial meetings of the first fully-attended Arab summit 
' in eight years ended with resolutions on major issues bedevilling 
the Arab World. Jordanians hailed His Majesty King Hussein as 
' the moving spirit “for pan-Arab reconciliation*’ at the summit. 

“Congratulations to the King and to the Jordanians for hosting 
.a summit which has saved the face of the Arab Nation throughout 
. . the world,” said a Jordanian official who spoke on condition his 
. • name not be mentioned. 

Phrases like “Mabrouk (Arabic for congratulations) Jordan," 
“It was a tremendous success,” and “the meeting of Arab unity,” 
and “Hussein, leader of Arab reconciliation,” were few of the 
• .. ’• expressions mentioned by Arab and foreign journalists, as Arab 

. - I' League Secretary General Chadli Kiibi 1 read out the final 
communique of the conference at the closing session, which was 
... telecast live by Jordan Television. 

•• His Majesty was hailed by another Jordanian official in 


appreciation and admiration for the “historical -and nationalistic 
role he played before and during the summit” in making the Arab 
leaders agree on minimum resolutions to serve the nation’s higher 
interests and collective action. 

The resolutions adopted by the 21 Arab leaders on the 
Iran-Iraq war, the Arab-Israeli conflict, the situation in Lebanon 
and on Arab-Egyptian relations “were more than we expected," 
said a professor at the University of Jordan. 

“An event which has opened a new chapter in Arab relations” 
deserves all of my respect and appreciation said the professor, 
who preferred to remain anonymous. 

Others underscored the various gains Jordan has achieved from 
a meeting which reconciled Iraqi President Saddam Hussein and 
Syrian President Hafez A1 Assad and gave the Arab World a 
stronger position for pushing forward international peace efforts 
on solving the region’s two main issues; the almost eight-year 
Iran-Iraq war and the Palestinian problem. 

The Arab leaders have finally agreed “on a common denomina- 
tor to save the face of the Arab World throughout the universe, 
and to enable the nation to stand up against its various 
challenges.” said a lawyer. 


On the eve of the summit's conclusion, King Hussein received 
cables of congratulations on the summit's success from the 
Speaker of the Lower House of Parliament Akef A1 JFayez and 
Senator Bahjat A1 Talhouni, who also was prime minister for 
several terms. 

In the cable, Mr. Fayez reaffirmed the Lower House’s support 
for His Majesty's policies, which are a true manifestation of the 
nation’s will. 

Expressing the feelings of the 60-member Lower House over 
the Arab conference, Mr. Fayez said the “Amman summit was a 
victory for the Arab Nation’s will." 

“The meeting’s positive outcome is a result of Your Majesty’s 
constant and blessed efforts towards solving the Arab World’s 
crucial problems,” said Mr. Fayez. 

The Amman summit, he said, was the “meeting of the faithful 
Arabs, who displayed their free will and their insistence on joint 
Arab work to serve the nation's just causes, at the forefront of 
which are the Iran-Iraq war, the situation in the Gulf and in 
Lebanon.” 

The Arab leaders’ free will was manifested in the important 
decisions they made during the s ummi t on “the need to reinforce 


Arab solidarity, and to revive the Joint Arab Defence Pact.” 
The Lower House Speaker said the King's keynote address to 
the opening “left its mark on the meeting, which decided to 
consider it one of the summit's official document.” 

In his cable to the King, Mr. Talhouni, who is currently 
recovering in hospital after recent heart surgery, voiced his 
appreciation for the conference which adopted U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 598. 

“Your virtue of patience, wisdom and vision have enabled you 
to overcome deep differences that dominated our Arab Nation for 
a long time,” Senator Talhouni said. “You have risen above the 
residue to a level of pan-Arab achievement... no wonder in that 
coming from the heir of the glory of the Arab revolt...”

Tabbaa has achieved this varie- 
ty in her work not only by imagin- 
ing a great many different scenes 
and settings for her people, but 
also by a clever balance of sim- 
plicity and a sophisticated tech- 
nical knowledge of her different 
media. This technical ability gives 
her the confidence not only to 
paint boldly with strong, rough 
brushstrokes, producing, simul- 
taneously. an interesting sense of 
depth and transparency; it also 
allows her to paint her figures as 
she wants to. with shortened and 
elongated limbs. 

It is also this unhesitating pro- 
fessional approach that prevents 
the figures, which are highly re- 
miniscent of early man's stick-like 
and animated renderings of him- 
self, from being naive and from 
falling into the trap of being 
childlike. 

Apart from her figure paint- 
ings, Tabbaa’s other works — the 
abstracts, bird pictures and col- 
lages — suggest a strong preoc- 
cupation with decoration and pat- 
terns. a legacy of her graphic 


design background. The stylised 
matt-coloured birds in “Birds” I 
and II, which show a touch of the 
Lebanese artist Amin El Bacha, 
are covered in little dots and 
marks, giving them the look of a 
design for some richly-coloured 
fabric. The use of gold and glitter 
on collages such as “Sandy 
Shells” make them decoratively 
appealing pieces. 

Some of Tabbaa’s abstracts, 
with their generally strong shapes 
and colours, work better than 
others; the more complex ones, 
like “Dream Frieze," are the 
most successful. There is, howev- 
er a slight feeling of hesitancy and 
a lack of direction in these ab- 
stracts, which makes you tend to 
disregard them when they are 
mixed with the more powerful 
and attractive figure pieces. 

Perhaps, this is an indication of 
the direction Tabbaa should take 
now that she has made such an 
impressive return to painting. 

The exhibition runs until Nov.. 
15.

Exports total JD 76m 
for Jan. -Aug. 1987 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan’s tot- 
al exports in the first eight 
months of 1987 amounted to JD 
75,737,58 8, compared with JD 
68,993,481 in the same period last 
year, thus registering a 10 per 
cent increase. 

A statistical bulletin issued 
Tuesday said that, between Jan. 1 
and Aug. 31, 1987, Jordan im- 
ported products worth JD 
135,820,584. This amount com- 
pares with a total of JD 


110,267,418 for exports during 
the same period last year, thus 
marking an increase of 23 per 
cent. 

The bulletin said that Jordan’s 
exports to other countries in- 
cluded vegetables and fruit, table 
eggs, cement, chemical fertilisers, 
textile products and kerosene 
heaters. The country's imports 
included crude oil and oil pro- 
ducts. dates, wheat, sulphur, and 
ready-made clothes. 


Stamp exhibition planned for 
King’s birthday celebrations 


AMMAN (J.T.) — An exhibition 
of stamps will be held in Amman 
on Saturday, Nov. 14 as part of 
celebrations marking His Majesty 
King Hussein’s birthday. 

The week-long exhibition, 
which will be opened at the postal 
museum on Jabal Amman by 
Minister of Communications 
Muhieddin Al Husseini, has been 
organised by the Ministry of 
Communications in cooperation 
with the French Ministry of Com- 
munications, the French embassy 
in Amman and the Jordanian 
Philatelic club. 

The exhibition will display 
French and Jordanian stamps of 
historical value, as well as the 
private collections of several 
Jordanian philatelists.

Arab leaders depart after 
concluding successful summit

AMMAN — After four days of intense and success- 
ful deliberations, many Arab leaders who took part 
in the extraordinary Arab summit meeting departed 
a few hours after attending the summit’s closing 
session on Wednesday.

Tne bead of the Libyan delega- 
tion, Major Abdul Salam Jalloud, 
was seen off by Mr. Rifai and 


other ministers. 

Crown Prince Abdullah Ibn 
Abdul Aziz of Saudi Arabia was 
the first to leave, followed by 
Morocco’s Crown Prince Sidi 
Mohammad. 

Throughout the afternoon, the 
following Arab leaders departed; 
Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmad Al 
Sabah, emir of Kuwait; Sheikh 
Khalifa Ibn Hamad Al Thani, 
emir of Qatar; Sheikh Zayed Ibn 
Sultan Al Nahayan, president of 
the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE); Sheikh Issa Ibn Salman 


Al Khalifa, emir of Bahrain 
Haidar Abu Bakr Al Artis, head 
of state of South Yemen; Ali 
Abdullah Saleh, president of 
North Yemen; Chaali Benjedid, 
president of Algeria; Sultan 
Qaboos Ibn Sai’d of Oman; 
Hafez Al Assad, president of 
Syria; Saddam Hussein, president 
or Iraq; and Mohammad Siad 
Barre, president of Somalia. 

Upon their departures, the 
Arab leaders sent cables to His 
Majesty King Hussein expressing 
their deep appreciation for the 
King’s efforts in organising the 
summit and in working towards 
its success. They praised the 
King’s commitment to bringing 
about a unified Arab stand re- 
garding decisive and crucial issues 
facing the Arab Nation. 

They also thanked the Jorda- 
nian people for their great spirit 
and hospitality in hosting the 
summit. 


Summit sends tough message to Iran

AMMAN — The Arab World 
sent its toughest message yet to 
Iran on Wednesday, warning 
.Tehran that even its closest 
friends .were getting embarrassed 
by its actions in the Gulf. 

■ States that had consistently 
backed Iran, such as Syria and 
Algeria, confounded all expecta- 
tions by backing resolutions that 
roundly condemned Tehran at 
the close of the four-day summit 
conference in Amman. 

Libya, another Arab backer of 
Tehran, was alone in quickly dis- 
sociating itself from the decisions 
of the 21-member Arab League. 

The states that maintain good 
ties with Iran might have blocked 
attempts to impose sanctions on 
Tehran, such as an economic 
boycott or a cut in diplomatic 
relations. 

But in the strongest language 
yet from an Arab forum, the 
summit charged Iran with “proc- 
rastination” over implementing a 
U.N. ceasefire order in its seven- 
year-old war with Iraq, “aggres- 
sion” against Kuwait and 
“bloody, criminal acts” in Saudi 
Arabia’s Muslim holy shrines. 

Diplomats said Syria had held 
out for more moderate language 
but lost the battle against emo- 
tional appeals from vulnerable 
Gulf Arao states. 

Frustrated by its inability to hit 
Iraqi oil exports in response to 
punishing Iraqi air raids on tank- 
ers shuttling Iranian oil down the 
Gulf, Tehran has followed a tit- 
for-tat policy of attacking the 
tankers of Iraq's Gulf Arab allies. 

Increasingly drawn into the 
conflict, the smaller Gulf states’ 
fears for their security and free- 
dom were largely behind the call- 
ing of the summit. 

Iran had already dismissed the 
meeting as a “summit of words” 
that would have no practical out- 
come and said it was sheer “stu- 
pidity” to believe that such press- 


ure would divert it from efforts to 
win the war with Iraq. 

But the diplomats said Tehran 
would nevertheless feel the 
squeeze by its principal Arab ally. 
Diplomats were uncertain about 
the reasons for the Syrian climb- 
down. 

One Syrian source blamed Iran 
for the outcome. 

“It was stupid of the Iranians to 
embarrass us by firing two mis- 
siles into Baghdad to coincide 
with the summit opening," he 
said. 

A missile slammed into Bagh- 
dad, killing 11 people and wound- 
ing scores, minutes after Arab 
leaders gathered for their first full 
summit in eight years. Tehran 
said it had fired two missiles and 
indirectly linked the attack with 
the Arab summit. 

King Hussein, the summit’s 


host, attributed the summit 
agreement to a determination by 
the leaders to end divisions that 
had left the Arab World seriously 
weakened. 

He sought a strong position to 
persuade Iran that the Arabs 
meant business and were deeply 
angered by Tehran’s failure to 
accept a Gulf war ceasefire and 
by its continuing harassment of 
Kuwait. 

Gulf Arabs were also incensed 
by Silkworm missile attacks on 
Kuwait and wanted to urge Syria 
to pass this message on and help 
persuade Iran that it was time for 
moderation. 

Syria came to the summit 
saving it would not endorse a 
broad condemnation of Iran and 
some diplomats say it could still 
convince Iran that those harsh 
words were largely harmless.

We gathered under fears and 
incertitude with all eyes looking 
to us, and hearts pleading in 
apprehension. God Almighty has 
been kind to us as he bestowed 
upon us peace of mind and 
guided our steps, placed us under 
an umbrella of reconciliation and 
lightened our sights and hearts. 
The vision became clear after 
being blurred and darkened for 
so many years.

The conference called on Mus- 
lim states and governments to 
adopt this position and oppose 
any malpractices that contradict 
the teachings of Islam. 

The conference considered the 
Arab-Israeli conflict and re- 
viewed its developments on the 
Arab and international levels. It 
reconfirmed that the Palestine 
issue was the core and essence of 
the conflict, and that peace in the 
Middle East will not be achieved 
except through the recovery of all 
the occupied Arab territories, 
foremost among which is “AI 
Quds AI Sharif (Jerusalem),” and 
the restoration of the inalienable 
national rights of the Palestinian 
people, and by solving the 
Palestinian problem in all its 
aspects. 

The conference declared that 
the reinforcement of Arab capa- 
bility, development of its own 
power, consecration of solidarity.

The conference reviewed the 
historical relations between tbe 
two divine religions, Islam and 
Christianity, as embodied in the 
city of Jerusalem, the symbol of 
peace. The conference also re- 
viewed Israeli practices and its 
attempts at blatant blackmad. It 
called on member states to inten- 
sify dialogue with the Vatican 
with a view to gaining its support. 
It invited His Majesty King Hus- 
sein, the chairman of the confer- 
ence, to contact the Vatican on 
behalf of the Arab leaders. 

The leaders expressed their 
thanks to the hospitable Jorda- 
nian people, and their great 
Monarch, for their warm hospi- 
tality and excellent preparations. 
They registered their apprecia- 
tion to the wise leadership of His 
Majesty King Hussein, which cre- 
ated a clear and fraternal climate 
for the conference and provided 
the means for its success.

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Iranians hit Japanese ship 
Pear U.S. convoy in Gulf 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — One of the largest convoys 
, m four months of operations by the U.S. navy sailed 
unmolested up the Gulf on Wednesday, passing a 
talker heading the other way just before it was 
Attacked by Iranian gunboats. 


The unusual daylight attack 
was the second in five days in the 
southern Gulf, and came as Iraa 
reported its warplanes scored 
“effective and accurate hits" on a 
ship off the Iranian coast. 

Convoy activity was high in the 
waterway, with two other tankers 
escorted by a French navy Cor- 
vette sailing ahead of the Amer- 
icans, while farther north, off the 
coast of Saudi Arabia, an Italian 
navy helicopter reported des- 
troying a mine that was spotted in 
the path of an Italian merchant 
vessel. 

The 12,964-ton chemical tank- 
er Liquid Bulk explorer, 
Japanese-owned and flying the 
Panamanian flag, was off the 
emirate of Umm Ai Qawain, 
approaching the Strait of Hor- 
muz, when it was hit at 10:30 a.m. 
(0630 GMT), shipping salvage 
executives said. 

The ship suffered damage from 


four rocket-propelled grenades, 
and a small fire was extinguished 
by the crew, they said. 

It was not clear how near that 
attack was to the U.S. waiship- 
protected convoy, but ABC tele- 
vision reported that the tanker’s 
captain warned an unidentified 
U.S. warship that it was headed 
towards die vicinity of the attack. 

The Pentagon said the six ships 
in the new convoy included the 
Ibn Abdoun, a Bahraini-flag ves- 
sel carrying U.S. “foreign milit- 
ary sales items under protected 
vessel status by the United States 
while transiting the Persian 
Gulf.” 

The other five ships in the 
convoy include three Kuwaiti 
tankers, a U.S.-operated tanker 
and the military sea lift com- 
mand vessel Mathieson, the De- 
fence Department said. 

Wednesday’s Iranian attack 
was in apparent retaliation for 


Iraqi raids on Iranian tankers, 
said salvage executives. Most of 
Iran’s gunboat attacks on neutral 
shipping are at night 

The attack occurred about 32 
kilometres from small Abu Musa 
island, known as a base for Iran's 
Revolutionary Guards to laonch 
the sorties against neutral ship- 
ping in the southern Gulf, The 
attacks are believed to be in 
reprisal for Iraqi air raids against 
Iran's own oil shipping. 

Iraq has intensified raids on 
Iran's oil installations, tankers 
and industrial targets since late 
August in a campaign to choke 
off the oil exports that finance 
Tehran's war effort. 

Iraq says its army expects Iran 
to stage a new mass assault in the 
southern battle sector near the 
border city of Basra, Iraq’s 
second-largest. 

Diplomatic sources and West- 
ern analysts estimate Iran has 
assembled about 20 divisions, 
some 200,000 men, mostly Re- 
volutionary Guards, for the cam- 
paign. In the last one 10 months 
ago, Iranian fighters battled to 
within 10 kilometres of Basra but 
were beaten back.

JOHANNESBURG (Agencies) 
— South African troops recently 
fought Soviet and Cuban forces in 
southeastern Angola to assist 
anti-government guerrillas, the 
military said Wednesday. 

Defence force chief Jannie 
Geldenhuys said the UNITA re- 
bel movement recently inflicted 
heavy losses and drove back 
Angolan government troops in 
the southeastern Cuando-Cuban- 
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The Union for the Total In- 
dependence of Angola (UNITA) 
is backed by South Africa and the 
United States. 

The Angolan government had 


said the fighting in early October 
was the biggest battle in the 


' 22-year-old civil war. 

Shortly afterwards, Soviet and 


Cuban forces using “tanks, soph- 
isticated ground-to-air missfles, 
T.and) fighter aircraft including 
MiG 23s" entered the battle, 
Geldenhuys said in a statement. 

South African forces then also 
entered the fighting, Geldenhuys 
said. 

Pro-Western UNITA, armed 
by Pretoria and the United 
States, has been fighting the gov- 
ernment in Luanda since im- 
poverished Angola gained inde- 
pendence from Portugal in 1975. 


Niger’s interim president 
pledges continuity 


NIAMEY (R) — Niger’s acting 
bead of state Colonel Ali Saibou 
pledged on Wednesday to con- 
tinue the battle for economic 
development started by President 
Seyni Kountche in this impover- 
ished West African nation. 

Mr. Kountche, 56, a French- 
trained army general who came to 
power in a 1974 coup, died of a 
brain tumour on Tuesday in a 
Paris hospital. 

Addressing foreign diplomats 
after the ruling Supreme Military 
Council appointed him interim 
president on Tuesday, Col. 
Saibou said Mr. Kountche's body 
would be flown to Niamey on 
Thursday. It will lie in state at the 
presidential palace until the 
funeral on Friday. 

It was not immediately clear if 
Col. Saibou would become 
permanent head of state, but 
political sources in Niamey said 
the succession issue would be put 
aside until after Mr. Kountche's 
funeral. 

Niger, a drought-prone country 
that ranks among the world’s 
poorest nations, has decreed one 
month of mourning for Mr. 
Kountche. an austere career sol- 
dier and devout Muslim whose 
main policy objectives were the 
eradication of corruption and 
national self-sufficiency in food. 

In his speech. Col. Saibou 
made clear that he would not 
depart from Mr. Kountche's 
goals of economic development 
and some fond of political liber- 


alisation. 

“Our only revolution will con- 
sist in wresting Niger out of 
under-development," he said, 
adding that he enjoyed the full 
support of the array. 

Mr. Kountche seized power 13 
years ago because he was shocked 
by the sight of Niger begging for 
international food aid during the 
drought of the early 1970s while 
corrupt officials sold it on the 
black market. 


Under his rule, Niger became 
self-sufficient in staple food 
grain. Its 6.4 million people were 
given a greater role in decision- 
making through a series of 
elected councils running from vil- 
lage to national level. 

Col. Saibou, who is army chief 
of staff and a member of the 
influential Djerma-Songhai 
ethnic minority group, was 
chosen as acting leader in his 
capacity as Niger's highest-rank- 
ing officer. 


On Wednesday, flags flew at 
half-mast on all public buildings 
in the capital and state-run radio 
broadcast solemn music. 

African leaders offered their 
tributes to Mr. Kountche. Seneg- 
al and Gaboo decreed three days 
of mourning starting on 
Wednesday. 

President Ibrahim Babangida 
of neighbouring Nigeria express- 
ed sorrow at the death of Mr. 
Kountche. describing him as an 
“illustrious son of Africa.’’ 


Shultz may

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secret- 
ary of State George P. Shultz may 
have to hold another round of 
pre-summit talks with his Soviet 
counterpart before the two sides 
can wrap up a European missile 
treaty, U.S. officials have said.

Foreign Minister Eduard A. She- 
vardnadze would meet in Geneva 
before the U.S. thanksgiving 
holiday. Nov. 26, to try to resolve 
a handful of knotty problems and 
have the treaty for President 
Ronald Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev to sign at a 
Washington summit beginning 
Dec. 7.

British police defuse 
another IRA bomb 


ENNISKILLEN, Northern Ire- 
land (R) — British army experts 
have defused an IRA bomb five 
times the size of the Enniskillen 
war memorial device and set to 
have ripped through almost 200 
people attending another re- 
membrance Sunday service in a 
border village. 

Bomb disposal teams hunted 
for two days for the bomb after 
guerrillas of the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) said it 
had failed to go off in the nearby 
village of Tullyhommon which 
straddles the border with the Irish 
Republic. 

The IRA, fighting to oust the 
British from Northern Ireland, 
have admitted responsibility for 
the bomb in Enniskillen, 30 
kilometres away, which killed 11 
people and wounded 65 during a 
remembrance Sunday service of 
prayer for the dead of World War 
II. 

An unidentified senior member 
of the IRA’s army council, inter- 
viewed by the London Indepen- 
dent newspaper, conceded that 
the Enniskillen bomb had dealt a 
severe blow to the guerrilla 
group’s credibility and reputa- 
tion. 

“Politically, it’s going to have a 
long-term effect, possibly for 
years,” he was quoted as saying. 

Police said on Tuesday night 
that the Tullyhommon bomb had 
been made safe. A spokesman 
said: “This bomb is a clear indica- 
tion that the Enniskillen incident 
was not an isolated one. The 
bomb was placed in a position 


ex-servicemen. An estimated 175 
people were due to attend. 

Command wires from the 
bomb led to firing point 250 
metres away across the border in 
the Irish Republic’s County 
Donegal, the spokesman said. 

The British army had sealed off 
seven kilometres of roads in the 
hunt for the bomb and the police 
spokesman, explaining the two- 
day delay, said: “You cannot just 
go blundering in. There is always 
the fear of a secondary device or 
of us being lured into a trap. It’s 
like going into a minefield.”

The 60-kg bomb was concealed 
in a beer keg and hidden in a

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher, herself a target of 
an IRA bomb in 1984 when five 
people were lulled at a Conserva- 
tive Party conference, has ex- 
pressed interest in attending the 
Enniskillen service, according to 
veterans. 

Britain signed an Anglo-Irish 
accord with the Dublin govern- 
ment in November 1985 which 
sought to improve crossborder 
security and break the cycle of 
violence that has taken 2,612 lives 
in 18 years of sectarian and poli- 
tical conflict. 

London is pushing Dublin to 
sign an anti-terrorist extradition 
act by Dec. 1, and in a security 
debate in the Irish parliament on 
Tuesday both main opposition 
parties urged Prime Minister 
Charles Haughey to ratify it. 

Police said later IRA tried to 
detonate the second bomb on 
Sunday, and afterwards revealed 
the dud in a call to a Belfast radio 
station. It took until Tuesday for 
army explosives experts to check 
the bomb for boo bytraps and 
make it safe, a police statement 
said.

BEIRUT (Agencies) — A brief- 
case packed with explosives went 
off at the international airport in 
west Beirut on Wednesday, kill- 
ing six people and wounding 73 
others, police said. 

Police said most of the casual- 
ties were Lebanese and other 
Arabs who crowded the airport 
terminal after a five-day shut- 
down because of a nationwide 
strike which ended Tuesday. 

Among the dead was the 
woman carrying the briefcase. 

Wednesday’s explosion was the 
first bomb attack this year at the 
airport, Lebanon's main link with 
the outside world.

Tamir says Jordan rejected Shultz plan 


TEL AVTV (AP) — A senior 
Israeli official Wednesday con- 
firmed that Jordan had rejected a 
U.S. compromise designed to 
overcome the objections of right- 
wing Israelis to an international 
peace conference. 

Avram Tamir, the foreign 
ministry’s director-general, a for- 
mer army officer who negotiated 
military aspects of Israel's peace 
treaty with Egypt, also indirectly 
criticised President Reagan’s fai- 
lure to become more involved in 
efforts to restart the peace pro- 
cess. 

Gen. Tamir told foreign repor- 
ters he had expected Jordan to 
veto a proposal that the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
oversee peace talks rather than 
the five permanent members of 
the U.N. Security Council. 

“My view was that (Jordan) 
would reject it because (Jordan) 
needs this framework based on 
permanent members of Security 
Council as a safety valve against 
those who might put obstacles to 
prevent (the Arabs) from starting 
the negotiations with us,” be 
said. 

Tamir, a top aide to Foreign 
Minister Shimon Peres, said the 
international umbrella for talks 
between Israel and a joint Palesti- 
nian-Jordanian delegation was 
designed to forestall opposition 
from Syria and the Palestine Li- 


beration Organisation (PLO). 

“There is some sense in this 
way of thinking,” said Tamir. “In 
a frame of five, you can have 
much more safety valves than in 
frame of two, especially when 
there is real competition in the 
area between the two.” 

Pressed to confirm whether 
Jordan bad ruled out a Soviet- 
American process, Tamir said: “I 
think yes.” 

Tamir’s remarks were the first 
public confirmation of reports 
Jordan had rejected the com- 
promise put forward by U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
on a Middle East visit last month. 

The U.S. compromise, pre- 
sented to King Hussein in Lon- 
don by U.S. Middle East envoy 
Richard Murphy on Oct. 19, was 
designed to get around the objec- 
tions of Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir. 

Shamir, leader of the right- 
wing Likud bloc in the coalition 
government, argues an interna- 
tional conference would lead to 
unfair pressure on Israel to return 
territory vital to national security. 

Peres, leader of the Labour 
Party and Shamir's chief rival, 
has given conditional support to 
an international conference that 
would not have the power to veto 
agreements reached between 
Israel and the Arabs or impose 
settlements. 


“I think the United States is 
trying to do its best in solving the 
remaining issues,” said Tamir. 
“But the first question that arises 
in initiatives is what is the level of 
the initiative.” 

He recalled the peace process 
had bogged down after the late 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat's visit to Jerusalem 10 years 
ago this month. 

“Then came Camp David, the 
initiative of a president,” Tamir 
said, referring to former Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter’s summit with 
Mr. Sadat and former Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
in 1978. 

He said Mr. Murphy, the assis- 
tant U.S. secretary of state, had 
done “fantastic work” in narrow- 
ing the gaps between the parties. 

“But the real initiative is for 
someone has to establish the 
bridge. Until then nothing can be 
done,” he said. 

Tamir also said Wednes- 
day that Israel would back the 
creation of a union between Jor- 
dan and Palestine if an interna- 
tional Middle East peace confer- 
ence were convened. 

“We are talking of a solution 
which is not an independent 
Palestinian country... which is 
not a good solution for the Arabs 
either.” he said. 

“If a solution of the Palestinian 
problem should be in the 


framework of a Jordanian-- 
Palestinian confederation or fed- 
eration with one central govern^ 
meat, so that means the delega^ 
tion (to a conference) should be aj 
Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion,” he said. _

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U.S. House approves 
S23b foreign aid bill 


WASHINGTON (RJ - The 
rwuse of Representatives on 
approved a two-year, 
billion foreign aid bill, with 
the largest amounts going to 
Israel, Egypt, Greece and 
Turkey. 

The bill passed by 286-122 and 
went to the Senate, which is not 
expected to act on it before next 
year. 

Nearly $9 billion of the money 
is slated annually for foreign aid, 
with Israel and Egypt the largest 
recipients. 

Israel would get S3 billion in 
1?8S and 1989 and Egypt $2.1 
billion in each year. The measure 
also authorises $343 million for 
Greece and $490 milli on for Tur- 
key annually. 

The bill, also authorising de- 
velopment programmes around 
tlfe world is not supported by the 
Reagan administration, House 
Foreign Relations Committee 
Chairman Dame Fascell said. 

There is no authorisation for 
U.S.-supported Nicaraguan con- 
tra in the measure. 

But congressional officials said 
that $22.8 million in additional 
non-military funds for the contras 
will be offered as an amendment 
- to a money bill awaiting action by 
the Senate. 

A proposed amendment to cut 
off aid to Pakistan if it produced 
weapons-grade uranium was not 
offered. 


Instead the House adopted a 
weaker amendment to require a 
report by President Reagan on‘ 
Pakistan's nuclear enrichment 
policies and whether Pakistan 
had given U.S. weapons technol- 
ogy to other countries. 

A conservative Republican 
move to condemn India as a 
“puppet of Soviet foreign policy 
goals” failed after representative 
Stephen Solarz, a New York 
Democrat, charged that it was 
“sheer, utter and total non- 
sense.” 

Meanwhile, the U.S. Senate 
early on Friday passed a 522.6 
biilion package of tax hikes and 
spending cuts aimed at trimming 
the federal budget deficit. 

The voice vote concluded a 
14-hour debate that began on 
Thursday rooming. 

The bill includes $9 billion in 
tax hikes for 1988 and another 
$14 billion the next year to imple- 
ment the budget-deficit agree- 
ment between Congress and the 
White House. 

The spending reductions in the 
bill touch a wide range of prog- 
rammes, from the Medicare and 
Medicaid health services for the 
elderly and needy, to farm price 
supports and the funding of the 
nation's postal service. 

The vote was an indication that 
the Senate leadership would be 
able to gain passage of a deficit 
reduction package.

LONDON (R) — Share prices continued firm in fairly quiet late 
trading, with excitement over renewed bid activity far out- 
weighing worries over Thursday’s U.S. trade figures and the weak 
dollar, dealers said. At 1530 GMT Friday, the FTSE 100 was up 
27.1 points (1.67 per cent) at 1,646.7 with volume of some 525 
million shares changing hands by 1500 GMT. Dealers said 
Friday's rally was sparked by a series of dawn raids, with the first 
full bid to emerge being a £134.7 million cash offer for Tricentrol 
from France’s Elf- Aquitaine. Other bids were for Freemans and 
Wood Mackenzie. Analysts pointed out that in view of the speed 
and scale of the October share slump, few investors would be 
likely to find paper on crash and paper offers attractive. “It’s only 
really special situations which are keeping this market afloat at 
the moment,” one dealer said. The emergence of fresh bids and 
stake-building operations this week have prevented the market 
from drifting longer in the face of bearish forecasts for the U.S. 
economy and dollar, he said. As well as Friday's bid activity there 
was another raid on shares in Britoil, with Warburg Securities 
finally admitting that it was bidding 350p per share for a 14.9 per 
cent stake.

Arab shipyard nears 
making first profit 

BAHRAIN (R) — The Arab Shipbuilding and Repair Yard (ASRY) 
doubled earnings this calendar year and is expected to make the first 
profit in its 10 years of existence, company officials said on Thursday. 

“It was an excellent year and we are eveiy close to achieving our 
first profit ever,” the secretary of the board of directors, Sheikh 
Mohammad Al Khatib, told Reuters. 

Sheikh Khatib said the company earned $22 million this year 
compared with $1 1 .3 million last year, thanks to two major contracts. 

He gave no details but shipping sources said one of the contracts 
was for the repair of the 274,347-tonne Panamanian registered 
Texaco Caribbean which was holed by a mine just outside the Gulf in 
August. 

Other damaged vessels have also gone to ASRY for emergency 
repairs after being holed in the shipping war between Iran and Iraq. 

ASRY officials blame the seven-year-old Iran-Iraq war and 
discounts offered by Asian repair yards for the company's poor 
performances in previous years. 

Shippers say the number of oil tankers coming into the Gulf has 
dropped 40 per cent since the war began because of the danger of 
attack and Iraq’s shift to exporting oil by pipeline. 

Operating costs rose 16 per cent this year, Sheikh Khatib said. 

“We are the best in steel fabrication and replacement,” he said. 
“We do not ask questions... we just do the job." 

ASRY, formed by the Organisation of Arab Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, has a single 500.000 deadweight tonne drydock. 

Somalia publishes new 
foreign in vestmen flaw 

MOGADISHU (R) — The Somali government published a new 
foreign investment law on Thursday offering investors the right to 
remit profits and guarantees against nationalisation. 

The law, published in the government’s Official Gazette, says the 
investor may start transferring profits abroad five years after the 
registration of the enterprise. 

Hie transfer will be in the currency of the original investment and 
the investor may repatriate the proceeds of selling his shares locally, 
even if the proceeds amount to more than the original investment, it 
adds. 

Foreign investments will receive the same treatment as domestic 
companies and they cannot be nationalised “except where public 
interest cannot be satisfied by measures other than expropriation," it 
says. 

Any investor whose business is expropriated will receive prompt 
compensation reflecting the fair market value of the assets as a going 
concern and the compensation will be freely transferable, it says. 

The Somali government had been working on the law for several 
years as part of its economic liberation programme. 

Foreign economists say the prospects for foreign investment are 
limited by remaining restrictions on private sector activity, a shortage 
of skilled labour and of foreign exchange for raw materials and a 
relatively small domestic market. 

The two largest private foreign investments are in a banana 
exporting joint venture and a small boat construction factory.

The budgeted profit for the 
financial year 1987-88 is Rs. 801 
million —7 an increase of 16.7 per 
cent. Target revenues total Rs. 
11,926 million and expenditure 
Rs. 11,125 million showing an 
increase of 6.06 per cent and 5.37 
per cent over the previous year. 

A modest growth rate of 4.4 
per cent was achieved in passen- 
ger traffic against a 6.9 per cent 
capacity increase.

Dollar hits new record lows 


LONDON (R) — The dollar slid to historic lows on 
Friday and shares generally eased, but dealers said 
financial markets were refusing to panic over 
Thursday’s news of a record U.S. monthly trade 
deficit in October. 

ket is just stunned,” a Paris stock- 
broker said. 

In Frankfort, shares slid as the 
Boersen-Zeitung 30-share index 
opened 4.29 points, or 1.5 per 
cent, lower at 273.27. 

“Fm not expecting a new col- 
lapse,” a German broker said. 
“Those who wanted to get out of 
the market have already left.” 
Swiss shares fell 2.4 per cent, 
with die AH Share Swiss index 
down 11.8 points at 747.4, while 
Milan’s MB3 index dropped 2.5 
per cent. Singapore fell three per 
cent while Hong Kong’s Hang 
Seng index fell 1.9 per cent, or 
38.09 points, to 1,989.58. 

In Europe and Asia, investors 
worry that the stubbornly high 
U.S. trade deficit will keep forc- 
ing the dollar down, for enough 
to squeeze companies’ export 
earnings by pricing their products 
off the U.S. markets while giving 
American firms a price advantage 
in other markets. 

As for the dollar itself, said one 
Frankfurt dealer: “People will 
want to take advantage of the 
thin market to sell dollars.” 

But London dealers said the 
limited activity in currency mar- 
kets means that any buying by 
central bankers to boost the dol- 
lar would be even more effective 
than usual. 

That, they said, should prevent 
a dollar sell-off. 

The U.S., West German, Swiss 
and Italian central banks moved 
to buoy the dollar Ob Thursday, 
after the trade figures were re- 
ported, in what the Bank of Italy 
described as a concerted cam- 
paign. The Japanese central bank 


And, two months after another 
set of bad U.S. trade figures 
helped set off the crash of 87, 
some big investors have derided 
that now is the time to buy — in 
London, where two takeover bids 
emerged and others are expected, 
shares rose 1.9 per cent.

House of Fraser bought further stock on the market to add to Bell, 
shares. Mr. Al Fayed told him the purchases were for long-term 
investment purposes.

VIENNA (R) — OPEC ministers 
held intensive bilateral talks on 
Friday to break an impasse over

Delegates said key figures in 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
leadership were meeting other 
ministers privately to canvass 
support for a compromise to 
break the deadlock at foe talks, 
now in their third day. 

One possibility was that OPEC 
might simply extend its current 
agreement, which expires at the 
end of this month, rather than try 
to fashion a new pact for 1988, 
delegates said. 

Asked if a rollover was a way 
out of foe impasse, Venezuelan 
Oil Minister Arturo Hernandez 
Grisanti said: “it may be.” 

Under such an extension, 
OPEC would keep its current 
year-old $18 per barrel reference 
price and its 16.6 million barrels 
per day (b/d) output ceiling, he 
told reporters.

Traders said they would be 
disappointed if the pact was simp- 
ly extended as current OPEC 
reduction is around 18.5 million 
due to output quota violations 
by several states.

Industry analysts — and some 
OPEC officials — believe that 
demand for OPEC oil next year 
will be no more than 17.5 million 
b/d, but some ministers think 
they could set a ceiling one mil- 
lion b/d above that. 

“It has to be 17.5 million b/d if 
they want to convince foe mar- 
ket,” said Mr. Mehdi Varzi, chief 
oil analyst with London brokers 
Kleinwort Grieveson Securities 
Inc.

The seven heads of state or 
government of the South Asian 
Association for Regional Coop- 
eration (SAARC) said in closing 
speeches that their three days of 
talks in Kathmandu had been 
highly successul. 

Foreign ministers of the seven 
countries — Bangladesh, Bhutan, 
India, the Maldives, Nepal, 
Pakistan and Sri Lanka — signed 
a convention covering the pro- 
secution and extradition of ter- 
rorists within the region. 

It is to be ratified by national 
parliaments within six months. 

The foreign ministers also 
signed an agreement to set up an 
emergency reserve of 200,000 
tonnes of food for areas hit by 
cyclones, floods, drought or other 
natural disasters. 

Mr. Gandhi, whose country 
dominates the grouping of more 
than one billion people, devoted 
much of his address to an earnest 
call for joint action against en- 
vironmental degradation. 


"Development is a chief 
casualty of degradation and des- 
truction of ecological systems. 
Often neither the consequences 
nor the cause are confined to 
national boundaries," he said. 

The seven leaders have agreed 
to set up a special commission to 
investigate the consequences and 
causes of environmental disas- 
ters. 

A joint statement, the “Kath- 
mandu Declaration," called for 
greater cooperation in handling 
disasters. | 

It also mentioned the threat to \ 
low-lying lands posed by the ris- 
ing level of the world's seas. This 
was of particular concern to the 
Maldives, an Indian Ocean island 
chain averaging only two metres 
above sea level. 

Several delegations at the sum- 
mit called for greater coordina- 
tion in trade, industry and fi- 
nance. President Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad of Bang- 
ladesh referred to this in lus 


closing address, saying: 

“Although there is a clear rec- 
ognition and need for gradually 
incorporating some of toe ‘core’ 
areas of the economy into the 
SAARC agenda, psychological 
bameis continue to inhibit our 
progress." 

The seven states bitterly criti- 
cised the state of the world eco- 
nomy, condemning rising protec- 
tionism and a weakening of Che 
international trading system. 

The declaration said there had 
been a reverse flow of resources 
from developing nations to the 
industrialised states and called for 
an early international conference 
on money and finance for de- 
velopment.

“Our people need to be fed 
better, to be sheltered better, to 
be educated better,” Maldives 
President Abdul Mauymoon 
Gayoom said.

U. S. -Spain talks on bases deadlocked 


MONTEREY, California (R) — 
U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger and Spanish Defence 
Minister Narcis Serra, holding 
last-minute talks, have failed to 
solve the issue of U.S. F-I6 fight- 
er planes based in Spain, officials 
on both sides said on Tuesday 
night. 

The two men, in a bilateral 
meeting during a NATO nuclear 
planning session here, failed to 
break the deadlock over the fate 
of the F-16s, according to the 
officials who did not want to be 
identified. 

Spain's Socialist government 


wants the removal of the squad- 
ron of 24 F-16s based at Torrejon 
near Madrid under an agreement 
with the late Spanish leader Fran- 
cisco Franco. 

Spanish sources said only talks 
between high-level U.S. and 
Spanish officials in Madrid on 
Thursday and Friday now offered 
any chance of an end to the 
stalemate. 

A final decision on the treaty 
covering the F-16s, which are 
capable of carrying nuclear 
weapons, must be made by Nov. 
14, according to the Spanish 
sources. 


Senate panel recommends 
Woods to head USAID 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — The 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee has recommended con- 
firmation of President Reagan's 
nomination of M. Alan Woods to 
be administrator of the Agency 
for International Development 
(AID). 

If confirmed by the full Senate, 
Mr. Woods would succeed Peter 
McPherson. 

The committee also recom- 
mended confirmation of the 
idem's ambassadorial nominees 
to three African states: 

— James Moran to Seychelles; 


— Robert Pringle to Mali; 

— David Shinn to Burkina 
Faso. 

The committee bad previously 
recommended that the Senate 
confirm the controversial 
nomination of Richard Viets as 
ambassador to Portugal. But Mr. 
Viets' chief detractor, ranking 
Republican Jesse Helms, chal- 
lenged the committee vote on 
grounds of a parliamentary tech- 
nicality. The panel bypassed the 
issue on Nov. 3 by voting in 
favour of Mr. Viets a second 
time. 


Top UPI editors resign 
after less than a year 


WASHINGTON (R) — Three 
top editors at United Press Inter- 
national (UPI) resigned on 
Tuesday after less than a year at 
the news service, praising its staff 
but saying they could no longer 
assure the quality of its report. 

The resignations of UPI editor 
Ben Cason. Managing Editor- 
National Barry Sussman and 
Managing Editor-International 
Kim Willenson, effective on Nov. 
20, were announced in a memor- 
andum to UPI’s staff and clients. 


“We take this action with deep 
regret, but with the conviction 
that we can no longer assure the 
quality and integrity of the UPI 
report,” the memo said. 

In a newsroom meeting with 
editorial staff, the editors said 
they had been denied access to 
Mario Vazquez- Rana, a Mex- 
ican businessman who bought the 
company for S41 million last year 
after it had been in bankruptcy, 
staff said.

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) — 
Indian paratroopers who killed 25 
Tamil fighters in taking a rebel 
island stronghold discovered the 
island apparently was the main 
arms depot for the do minan t 
T amil militia, an Indian diplomat 
said Wednesday. 

“Troops have found large 
caches of arms, explosives, 
ammuni tion,” the diplomat said. 
“The island is being regarded as 
the main armoury base for the 
T amil Tigers." 

Officials had long thought the 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam, the largest rebel militia, 
was using the island as a main 
base for smuggling arms from 
southern India, Sri T ankan milit- 
ary sources said. 

Karaitivu Island is less than 75 
kilometres from the Indian coast. 
It is 10 kilometres west of Sri 
Lanka’s Jaffna peninsula. 

The diplomat said Indian 
forces, which landed on the island 
Tuesday, killed 25 rebel fighters 
and captured 40 others. Hie di- 
plomat, who spoke on condition 
of anonymity, said she had no 
casualty figures for the attacking 
troops. 

Indian officials said the para- 
troop force had the element of 
surprise and was able to capture 
the island quickly, despite its 
heavy fortifications. 

The attacking troops found 
bunkers that were “the most for- 
tified anywhere in the country,” 
the Indian diplomat said. 

While more than 20,000 Indian 
troops are in Sri Lanka to enforce 
an accord aimed at ending the 
T amil insurgency. 

A Sri Lankan military official 
said, meanwhile, that Indian 
forces were intensifying opera- 
tions in Sri Lanka’s northern and 
eastern regions to track down 
Tiger rebel fighters who fled Indi- 
a’s siege of Jaffna. 


British teachers leave Tibet 


PEKING (R) — Two British 
teachers expelled from Tibet on 
charges of running an unofficial 
library and having pictures of the 
Dalai Lama left Lhasa by bus on 
Wednesday bound for Nepal, 
Westerners in the Tibetan capital 
said. 

Richard Lanchester and 
Rupert Wolf-Murray were among 
about 20 foreigners, mostly tour- 
ists, who set out on the five-day 
journey, one Westerner said. 

Hundreds of travellers were 
trapped by heavy snowfalls on the 
same route two weeks ago and 


part of the road was still believed 
impassable except on foot, be 
added. 

Lanchester, who had taught in 
Tibet for two years, said on Tues- 
day be gave Lhasa police his 
camera to make up a 1,000 yuan 
($270) fme imposed for his 
alleged offences. 

Police accused him of being 
illegally employed, possessing 
pictures and a charm blessed by 
Tibet's exiled spiritual leader and 
“illegally possessing minerals,” a 
reference to pebbles he had 
found by a lake, he said. 


U.S. local polls overshadowed 
by 1988 presidential race 


NEW YORK (AP) — U.S. vo- 
ters went to the polls in off-year 
state and local elections that 
some political observers said 
were overshadowed by the spec- 
tre of the 1988 presidential race. 

Wallace Wilkinson easily won 
election as Kentucky's governor, 
while fellow Democrat Ray 
Mabus defeated Republican Jacb 
Reed in the Mississippi gov- 
ernor’s race. 

In a bitter contest, Philadelphia 
Mayor W. Wilson Goode claimed 
he had won his second term. But 
his opponent, former Mayor 
Frank Rizzo, refused to concede 
?nd signalled a possible court, 
challenge by claiming there had 
been over baud. With 99 per cent 
or the precincts reporting, Mr. 
Goode bad 51 per cent of the 
votes to 49 per cent for Rizzo. 

In statewide initiatives, Virgi- 
nians approved a statewide lot- 
tery, a proposal to shut down the 
Maine Yankee Nndear Power 
Plant was defeated for the third 
time in seven years, and 
Washington, D.C., residents re- 
jected a plan to require deposits 
on bottles. 

But all of this year’s campaigns 
have been overshadowed by the 
wide-open presidential race, even 
though the party primaries are 
months away and the actual elec- 
tion won’t be held until next 
November. President Ronald 
Reagan is serving out the end of 
his legal limit of two consecutive 
four-year teims. 

“I think the 1988 presidential 
race so dominates the political 
dialogue that everything else gets 
drowned out, 1 ' said Michele 
Davis, executive director of the 
Republican Governors Associa- 
tion. 

Numerous Republicans and 
Democrats have entered the con- 
test officially. Scandals already 
have forced two candidates t — 
Democrats Joseph . Biden and 
then-frontrunner.; Gary Hart — to 
drop out, keeping the race at the 
top of the news. 

In contrast to 1985, when both 


national political parties sought 
to bolster their standing by pour- 
ing resources into races in Virgi- 
nia and New Jersey, the contes- 
tants in this year’s state races 
were generally left to their own. 

Wilkinson, a 45-year-old col- 
lege dropout who made millions 
as a businessman, won his race in 
Kentucky with 65 per cent of the 
vote to 35 per cent for Republi- 
can state Representative John 
Harper. 

No Republican has been 
elected governor of Kentucky in 
20 years. Outgoing Gov. Martha 
Layne Collins was ineligible to 
succeed herself. 

Wilkinson, a political newcom- 
er, defeated two former gov- 
ernors to win an eight-way 
Democratic primary. He cam- 
paigned a gains t higher taxes and 
called for a statewide lottery. 

With 75 per cent of the vote 
counted in Mississippi, Mabus, 
the state’s 39-year-old auditor, 
had 53 per cent to 47 per cent for 
Reed, who was bidding to be- 
come the first Republican gov- 
ernor since the post-civil war re- 
construction period. 

Big-dty mayors winning new 
teims included Rat Flynn in Bos- 
ton, his second, and Kathy Whit- 
mire in Houston, her fourth. In- 
dianapolis Mayor William Hud- 
nut, a Republican, also won his 
fourth term. 

In Miami, Mayor Xavier 
Suarez foiled to get 50 per cent of 
the vote and was forced into a 
Nov. 10 runoff election by 
Maurice Ferre, the man he 
ousted two years ago. Arthur 
Teele Jr., a black Republican, 
finished in third place. 

Other victors included Kurt 
Scfamoke, a Democratic prosecu- 
tor who became the firat black 
elected mayor in Baltimore, and 
Democratic state legislator Carrie 
Saxon Perry, 56, who won the 
mayoral race in Hartford, Con- 
necticut to become the first black 
woman to lead a major north 
eastern city. 


Armed veteran seized 
after threat to Shultz 



WASHINGTON (R) — Police 
on Tnesday arrested a heavily- 
armed Vietnam ex-serviceman on 
charges of threatening Secretary 
of State George Shultz and poss- 
ibly President Reagan after being 
warned by authorities in the 
man's hometown. 

The Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation (FBI) said Edward Gal- 
lo, 41, of Worcester, Mas- 
sachusetts, was arrested in a 
Washington hotel room and fully 
loaded weapons including an AR- 
15 semi-automatic rifle, a sawed- 
off 12-gauge shotgun and another 
shotgun were seized. 

Authorities said police were 
alerted by Worcester authorities 
-that bis mother and aster said 
Gallo left the house heavily 
armed on Monday, saying “he 
was going out killing .” 

Washington police said Gallo 
bad threatened to kill Mr. Shultz 
and also may have been a danger, 
to Mr. Reagan, but the White 
House had no comment on the 
police report and the secret ser- 
vice said it could not confirm the 
account. 


In Worcester, Police Sergeant 
Mike Vacca said: “His mother 
relayed that he was very upset 
with the Washington politicians a 
ample of wfeeks ago.

French find SAM-7 missiles 
in ship destined for IRA 


BREST, France (R) — Missiles, 
machine-guns, rifles and pistols 
discovered on a ship off northern 
France were destined for Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) guerril- 
las fighting British rule m North- 
era Ireland, a French prosecutor 
has said. 

Public Prosecutor Michel 
Breard told a news conference in 
this Brittany city that the five 
Irish crew of the coaster Eksund 
would be charged in Paris on 
Wednesday with illegally trans- 
porting the 150 tonnes of aims. 

French customs men said 20 
surface-to-air SAM-7 missiles 
without launchers were found 
among thousands of other guns, 
mortars and ammunition stored 
in wooden crates in the hold of 
the coaster. 

Mr. Breard said the five would 
be charged with transporting 
aims to be used for “disturbing 
public order by intimidation or 
terror.” 

French government sources 
said Britain was delighted and 
relieved that French customs had 
prevented the weapons from 


reaching the troubled province. 

Prime. Minister Margaret 
Thatcher told parliament the sei- 
zure bad probably saved many 
lives in Northern Ireland and, 
elsewhere. 

Mr. Breard said the haul was so 
huge that other Western Euro- 
pean nations would have been 
affected. 

He declined to comment on 
where the weapons were loaded. 
The Eksund left Valletta, Malta, 
on Oct 12, but Maltese author- 
ities have said it would have been 
impossible for the weapons to be 
loaded there. 

Customs sources said all identi- 
fication marks had been elimin- 
ated from die arms, and it would 
be difficult to pin down their 
country of origin. The haul in- 
cluded hundreds of Kalashnikov 
rifles and pistols. 

The coaster was shadowed by 
French coastguards and surveill- 
ance planes when it appeared in 
the Bay of Biscay. No action was 
taken until it changed direction 
and headed towards Brittany on 
Friday.

SPRINGFIELD (R) — Governor James Thompson’s press 
secretary won nearly S6.7 million in this week's state lottery, 
organisers announced on Monday. David Fields, 36, a former 
reporter for United Press International, said he intended to 
continue working despite his newfound wealth. He was one of two 
grand prize winners in a S13-miflion drawing. The other was 
Calixto Baymon-Ruiz of Chicago. Each will receive an initial 
check of $335,835.50 and annual checks of $343,000 for the next 
19 years. Helds had been buying Illinois lotteiy tickets under a 
subscription plan whereby tickets are automatically mail ed each 
week. The subscription was scheduled to empire next week, 
lottery officials said. 

Hostage freed in exchange for monk 

SASSARI, Sardinia (R) — A wealthy Sardinian former's wife 
kidnapped by bandits in July was released on Monday night after 
a Franciscan monk traded places with her, police sources said. 
They said Piera Demurtas Comida, who was snatched in broad 
daylight on July 7, had been abandoned by a roadside near the 
Sar dinian town of Sassaii. She appeared to be in good health. A 
Franciscan monk, Giuseppe Sohnas, handed himself over to the 
kidnappers last Friday in exchange for the woman. The police 
sources said he was soil being held, apparently while a ransom 
was raised. Last month, police stumbled on the kidnappers while 
they were negotiating with another mediator and opened fire, 
hitting die go-between several times. The bandits escaped. 

‘Gorbachev spent holiday writing book’ 

WASHINGTON (R) — Kr emlin leader Mikhail Gorbachev spent 
his summer holiday finishing a book oil his reform programmes 
and foreign policy, Soviet Ambassador Yuri Dubinin has said. 
Mr. Gorbachev's holiday had been a subject of much speculation, 
as he was not seen in public for weeks. Until he reappeared, 
rumours circulated that he might be in political trouble. The 
ambassador said at an embassy news conference, “We’re reveal- 
ing a secret — what (Mr. Gorbachev) did during his holiday: be 
was working on his book.” Extracts fiom the book, “Perestroika: 
New thinking for our country and the- world,” have begun 
appearing in newspapers around the world. “We want to be 
understood,” Mr. Gorbachev wrote in the introduction. Simon 
Bessie of Harper and Row, Gorbachev’s American publisher, 
told reporters the book was a “publisher's dream,” but be 
declined to say how much, if anything, die publishing house paid 
Mr. Gorbachev.- Harper and Row had approached the Soviet 
embassy two years ago saying a book in which Mr. Gorbachev 
explained his philosophy ctmld be very useful, Bessie said. 
Mr. Gorbachev agreed. Bessie said he suggested minor changes in 
die manuscript for clarity's sake but did not presume to question 
the author’s ideas.

Harwood 
said, “We don't expect shares to move back to pre-crash levels in 
the near future but 1.900 on the FTSE by the end of the year is 
likely.” 

Many in the market, however, remain concerned that the U.S. 
will not cut its budget deficit by much more than the $23 billion 
required under the Gramm-Rudman legislation and that this will 
hurt sentiment.

OPEC is scheduled to meet on 
Dec. 9 in Vienna to review its 
December 1986 agreement which 
limited output and fixed oil prices 
around a reference price of $18. 

Several OPEC countries are 
reported to be in favour of raising 
production levels next year, while 
others, particularly Iran, want the 
reference price increased. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Hisham Nazer reaffirmed on 
Tuesday that the kingdom 
wanted to maintain the $18 
OPEC price “for some time to 
come,” with a gradual increase in 
output when demand warrants it. 

Last December’s OPEC accord 
was reached mainly as the result 


of a compromise between Saudi 
Arabia and Iran. But relations 
between the two Gulf states have 
been strained since riots in Mecca 
in August in which some 275 
Iranian pilgrims died. 

"A lot depends on the flavour 
of the next OPEC meeting, parti- 
cularly the political atmosphere 
between Saudi and Iran,” the oil 
analyst said. 

He said that if nothing was 
done to reassert discipline among 
OPEC members and curb over- 
production, oil prices could fall at 
least another couple of dollars. 

“And it will take a while before 
the Japanese renew term con- 
tracts if nothing concrete comes 
out of the meeting,” he said. 

Most long-term contracts be- 
tween Japanese oil companies 
and producers expire at the end 
of December. 

Japanese traders and refiners 
said they were holding off con- 
tract renewal talks until the out- 
come of the OPEC meeting is 
clear. 

“OPEC has to get production 
under control,” said a major oil 
company trader. “The price falls 
over the past week are a demon- 
stration of what could happen if 
something isn’t done.” 


LONDON (Agencies) — The dollar steadied on 
Wednesday, having bounced back from record lows 
the day before, and European shares were generally 
firmer despite sharp drops in Asian markets. 


U.S. firm signs first joint 
venture with USSR 


MOSCOW (R) — Combustion 
Engineering Inc. of Connecticut 
became the first U.S. firm to 
enter a joint economic venture in 
the Soviet Union on Wednesday 
when it signed a contract to join 
in making equipment for the pet- 
roleum industry. 

Western firms have generally 
responded cautiously to a Soviet 
offer last year to set up joint 
enterprises with foreign com- 
panies, preferring to wait while 
they monitor the experiences of a 
few pioneers from Finland and 
West Germany. 

But Combustion Engineering 
apparently had no qualms in 
going ahead with a project for a 
factory employing up to 300 
mostly Soviet citizens for which it. 
will supply computer software 
and put up an initial sum worth 
about $8 million. 

The five-year agreement was 
signed by the U.S. firm’s presi- 
dent, Mr. Charles Huge!, and a 


legal representative of Oil Refin- 
ing Minister Nikolai 'Lemayev. 

Under Moscow's joint venture 
rules, the Soviet side gets a 51 per 
cent financial stake in the ven- 
ture. 

This would be known by its 
Soviet acronym, . PRIS, and 
would develop automated control 
systems for oil refining and pet-, 
rochemical plants, 1 a spokesman 
for the U.S, firm said. 

Computer software would be 
provided by the Americans while 
the Soviet side would contribute 
engineering equipment and tools, 
be added. 

Capital investment would 
amount to $16 million over the 
first year, half coming from the 
Soviet side and half from Com- 
bustion Engineering. 

“We see a market of not less 
than $200 million over the next 
five years and not necessarily all 
Soviet," the spokesman said. 


London shares rose 3.7 per 
cent on Wednesday morning, but 
Tokyo shares fell almost three 
per cent. Gold rose $3.05 an 
ounce to be fixed in London at 
$461.30. 

Tbe dollar traded at around 
1.6640 West German marks and 
134.40 yen, up from the record 
low of 1.6475 marks and the 
post-war low of 133.13 yen it 
touched on Tuesday in Europe 
and just slightly below Tokyo's 
Wednesday dose. 

'This dollar rally has just been 
a knee-jerk reaction to the speed 
of the recent drop. The selling 
should begin again on Thursday," 
said one trader at a leading U.S. 
bank in Frankfurt. 

Just since the start of Novem- 
ber, the dollar has dropped about 
four per cent against the mark 
and three per cent against the 
yen. 

Investors still want concrete 
action on cutting the twin U.S. 
budget and trade defidts. And 
Thursday is the day the United 
States reports its September trade 
results. 

■ Share values and the dollar 
remain under pressure despite 
President Reagan's remarks on 
Tuesday when he said of the 
dollar: “I don’t look for a further 
decline... from where it is right 
now.” 

“People are still very sceptic- 
al,” said one Frankfurt trader. 

Dealers say they are not ex- 
pecting good news about the U.S. 
trade deficit, especially after 
Japan reported on Wednesday 
that its trade surplus with the 
United States for October was 
hardly changed at just below $5 
billion. 

Many say it was disappoint- 
ment that the August U.S. trade 
gap narrowed to just $15.7 billion 
from $16.5 billion in July — the 
poor August figures helped to set 
off the stock market crash in 
mid-October. 

Meanwhile, White House offi- 
cials and congressional leaders 
say they have been narrowing 
their differences over how to cut 
the budget defidt in their talks in 
Washington. 

“Perhaps these statements in- 
dicate that the U.S. authorities 
are beginning to be conscious of 


the dangers of a weaker dollar,” 
said a Zurich currency trader. 

A steadier dollar was good 
news for European stock mar- 
-kets. 

For some investors, recent 
sharp slides in London — where 
stocks have lost nearly a third of 
their value since the crash — 
meant there were bargains to be 
had. London's Finandal Times 
Stock Exchange (FTSE) 100- 
share index rose 58.7 points, or 
3.7 per cent, to a high on Wednes- 
day morning 1,632.2. 

Warburg Securities, a leading 
British broker, said it was telling 
clients that the worst of the crash 
was over and that it was time to 
start buying. 

“We don’t expect shares to 
move back to pre-crash levels in 
the near future but 1,900 on the 
FTSE by the end of the year is 
likely,” said Mr. Ian Harwood, 
director of Warburg's British 
share trading division. 

Frankfurt's Boersen-Zeitung 
30-sbare index jumped 4.6 per 
cent, or 11.64 points, to open at 
265.05. Frankfurt shares dropped 
seven per cent on Tuesday and 
have lost 37 per cent of their 
value since the start of The crash. 

Amsterdam shares also finned, 
but the Madrid market eased. 

In Milan, where trading was 
suspended for nearly one hour 
because of a bomb threat, 
the MIB stock index fell 2.1 per 
.cent. A bomb scare Tuesday 
halted trading temporarily in 
Paris. 

On Wednesday, the Belgian 
and French markets closed for 
the Armistice Day holiday. 

In Tokyo, the Nikkei 225-share 
index fell 649.70 points, or 2.99 
per cent, to close at 21,036.76, its 
fourth drop in a row. Singapore 
shares dropped 3.3 per cent, but 
Hong Kong was steady. 

In Australia, the All Ordinar- 
ies index fell 53.6 points, or 4.45 
per cent, to close at 1,149.7. 

“It's basically nervous and 
panic selling with veiy little atten- 
tion to fundamentals,” said Mr. 
Peter Gray, a senior dealer with 
Potter Partners in Melbourne. 

Rockefeller sees no repeat of 
Great Depression 

In 'Bangkok, Mr. David Rocke- 


feller, retired chairman of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank, has said he 
does not foresee a repeat of the 
Great Depression that followed 
the Wall Street crash of 1929. 
despite the fall in share prices. 

Mr. Rockefeller, speaking to 
the American Chamber of Com- 
merce in Bangkok on Tuesday 
evening, said: “Many more safe- 
guards are in place now than, 
there were then, and fun- 
damental economic conditions 
are stronger.” 

Analysing the causes of the 
finandal markets turmoil. Mr. 
Rockefeller attacked U.S. 'econo- 
mic policies and accused Amer- 
ican leaders of falling to learn the 
lessons of the past. 

“The focus has been on large 
returns from immediate deals,” 
he said. “With little attention to 
such facts as our enormous 
national debt, or the growing 
forces of protectionism in the face 
of U.S. trade balances." 

‘The emphasis has not been on 
adding value or on producing new 
and better goods and services 
more efficiently and effectively. 
The emphasis has been on price, 
how much can be obtained im- 
mediately from transactions, not 
production,” he noted. 

He added: “Many decisions 
today are being made by people 
who not only have not studied 
history but also are too young to 
remember the mistakes of the 
past.” 


Verity says Japanese trade 
surplus unsustainable 

In Washington, U.S. Com- 
merce Secretary William Verity, 
saying he would visit Tokyo next 
week to discuss trade and other 
issues, said on Tuesday that 
Japan’s huge trade surpluses were 
clearly unsustainable. 

"Both they and we know that 
the Japanese trade surplus — 
$82.7 billion with the world last 
year and $51. 4 billion with the 
United States alone — is simply 
not sustainable," said Mr. Verity, 
who succeeded the late Malcolm 
Baldrige last month. 

Speaking to the National Press 
Club, he said the trade imbalance 
was part of the reason for the 
turmoil in world finandal mar- 
kets, adding that the problem “is 
hurting the Japanese as much or 
more than anyone.” 


Mr. Verity had been invited by 
Japanese trade officials but said 
that while in Tokyo he hoped to 
meet Prime Minister Noboro 
Takeshi ta. 

“I do not, of course, expect to 
negotiate on spedfic items, but I 
do expect to talk very frankly 
with our Japanese friends about 
our mutual — and I stress mutual 
— trade problem,” he said. 

Mr. Verity, discussing current 
budget talks between the White 
House and the U.S. Congress, 
said rhat major reductions in the 
defidt was necessary. 

“It is important that we bite the 
bullet now and that we take a big 
cut in the defidt in the current 
negotiations on the (Capitol) 
Hill." he said. 

He conceded that the U.S. 
budget defidt was the primary 
reason for the trade defidt. but 
also pointed the finger at Japan 
and West Germany for not stimu- 
lating their economies, allowing 
more imports from overseas. 

But he said that unless the 
United States reduces its trade 
defidt. it will "do serious damage 
to world trade and the world 
economy.” 

Asked by reporters about the 
drop in the dollar and its impact 
on trade, he said he thought that' 
there would have been a larger 
improvement in the trade defidt 
by noiy because of the decline in 
the dollar. 

“I really don’t believe we have 
had a chance to see what would 
happen as a result of the fall of 
the dollar,” he said. 

Mr. Verity said that in the final 
analysis the value of the currency 
will be determined by the market- 
place. 

Reagan approves stop-gap 
funding for government 

Meanwhile, President Ronald 
Reagan signed an emergency 
spending bffl that keeps the" U.S. 
government afloat until mid-De- 
cember and provides $3.2 million 
in humanitarian aid to the Contra 
rebels of Nicaragua. 

The bill, formally known as a 
“continuing resolution," funds 
the government under 1987 
spending levels through Dec. 16. 
The legislation was required be- 
cause Congress has failed to pass 
any appropriation bills to fund 
the government in the new fiscal 
year, which began Oct. 1. 


GATT averts cash crisis I British airlines get green light to merge

GENEVA (R) — The world trade body GATT, for the second time 
in two weeks, narrowly averted a cash crisis when Italy announced it 
had paid its 1987 contribution, GATT spokesman David Woods said 
on Wednesday. 

Mr. Woods told a news briefing that the European Commu nity 
spokesman had informed a closed-door meeting of the ruling GATT 
council that Italy had paid fully its 2.86 million Swiss franc ($2 
million) contribution for this year. 

Mr. Arthur Dunkel, director-general of the 95-nation General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), told delegates Italy’s 
payment meant he would not have to request a bank overdraft. 

But Mr. Dunkel said a total of 27 million Swiss francs ($19.7 
million) were still owed by about two dozen countries. The largest 
debtors are Brazil and Nigeria, owing 1.5 million Swiss francs 
($730,000) each. j 

The GAIT chief said there was only 4.5 million Swiss francs ($3.3 
million) in the bank — enough to pay salaries and expenses until 
Dec. 14. i 


LONDON (R) - Britisb Air- 
ways and Britisb Caledonian 
(BCAL) won conditional govern- 


ment approval on Wednesday to 
merge into one large carrier — a 
move seen by both sides as vital 
to BCAL's future. 

Trade and industry secretary 
Lord Young told British Airways. 
(B. A.) that it could go ahead with 
the merger if it met conditions 
aimed at stimulating competition' 
The government privatised B.A. 
earlier this year in a £900 million 
($1.6 billion) share issue. 

B.A. on Wednesday reported 
pre-tax profits of £142 million 


($254 million) for the period 
April-September this year, up 
£32 million ($54 million) on last 
year, while BCAL lost £19.3 mil- 
lion ($34.5 million) in 1986. 

After being given the trade and 
industry secretary's decision, 
B.A. chairman Lord King said: 
“I think it is constructive and 
probably quite all right." 

BCAL said in a statement that 
it welcomed the government’s de- 
cision to allow the merger. 

Smaller British airlines had 
campaigned vigorously against 
the merger, saying they would be 
put out of business if B.A. was 


allowed to take over BCAL’s 
domestic and European routes. 

But Lord Young said B.A. 
must surrender 5,000 slots — 
aircraft departures and arrivals — 
at Gatwick, London’s second air- 
port. Britain’s Civil Aviation Au- 
thority is to review all BCAL 
routes to see if further British 
competition is desirable. 

Within a month of acquiring a 
controlling interest in BCAL, 
B.A. must relinquish the smaller 
carrier’s domestic route Licences 
as well as those governing flights 
between Gatwick and 10 Euro- 
pean cities. 


Under government rules on 


merger referrals. B.A.'s original 
£237 million ($421 million) bid 
for BCAL lapsed automatically 
when the Monopolies and Mer- 
gers Commission was called in to 
investigate it and report to Lord 
Young. 

Lord King said he now had 21 
days in which to respond to the 
government's proposals. 

Share analysts said it seemed 
certain that B.A. would submit a 
lower bid to BCAL as a resulr of 
the plunge in stock prices over 
the past three weeks, and the 
steady weakening of the dollar.

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Both Bangladesh opposition 
leaders held during protests 


DHAKA (R) — Police detained both of Bangladesh's 
main opposition leaders on Wednesday, and 50 
protesters were injured during a protest against 
police shootings at anti-government demonstrations 
the previous day. 


Police broke down a hotel 
room door lo take Begum 
Khaleda Zia. leader of the Bang- 
ladesh Nationalist Party (BNP), 
into what they called “safe cus- 
tody." 

Scores of police also prevenred 
Sheikh Hasina. head of the big- 
gest opposition group, the Awa- 
mi League, from leaving her 
home to' address a press confer- 
ence. 

The two women had called a 
general strike in Dhaka to protest 
against the killing of at least three 
people in demonstrations on 
Tuesday aimed at forcing the 
resignation of President Hossain 
Mohammad Ershad. 

The government has banned 
public meetings of more than five 
people in the capital for the next 
week. 

Thousands of protesters fought 
running battles for the second 
consecutive dav in central Dhaka 


with police who fired tear gas and 
charged with batons. 

They detained 73 people bring- 
ing total arrests since the opposi- 
tion campaign was launched to 
weeks ago to an official 1,456. 

A handful of rioters set fire to a 
U.S. Information Service cultural 
centre. The motive for their ac- 
tion was not dear. The building 
was gutted. 

BNP Secretary-General K.M. 
Obaidur Rahman and two other 
party leaders were arrested with 
Ms. Khaleda who had stayed 
overnight in an hotel fearing she 
would not be allowed to leave her 
house to lead a march during the 
strike. 

Police said Ms. Khaleda would 
be interned for a month in her 
home only 200 yards from Gen. 
Ershad s house. 

After the dawn to dusk strike 
ended truckloads of police de- 
scended on Ms. Hasina’s home 


and escorted her back inside 
when she attempted to leave. 

*T am being arrested, this is 
totally unconstitutional/' she 
shouted to reporters from behind 
a phalanx of police riot shields. 
Ms. Hasina is leader of the par- 
liamentary opposition. 

Both leaders said their house 
arrest would not stop the opposi- 
tion campaign to topple Gen. 
Ershad. who has ruled this nation 
of 105 million people since seizing 
power in a bloodless 1982 coup. 

All shops, offices and factories 
were shut on Wednesday in Dha- 
ka and several towns across the 
country. Only cycle-rickshaws 
moved in the streets. River fer- 
ries and some flights did not 
operate. 

Thousands of government and 
bank employees trudged several 
miles between their homes and 
offices. 

BSS news agency said Gen. 
Ershad visited the main govern- 
ment offices in the city centre 
where he found normal attend- 
ance. But witnesses said only 50 
to 60 per cent of employees made 
it to work. 


1 dies in Thai armoury blast 


PAK KRED. Thailand (R) — 
One man was killed when obso- 
lete munitions exploded at a Thai 
armoury north of Bangkok on 
Wednesday and started a fire, an 
army spokesman said. 

Maj.-Gen. Nareudol Dejpra- 
diyudh said Nikhom Sujit. 28. 
was killed when the munitions 
detonated at the Quartermaster 
Department armoury in Pak 
Kred. about 20 kilometres north 
of Bangkok. 

"It was not sabotage. Such 


materials arc highly unstable and 
can go off on their own." he toJd 
reporters. 

Police told reporters that dam- 
age from the explosions and a fire 
that followed was restricted to a 
bunker for old. fused weapons 
being tended by Nikhom. 

First reports had said ar least 
two men were killed. 

Army officers said the armoury 
was moved to Pak Kred from a 
site nearer Bangkok after an ex-

Poland announces arrest of 
underground Solidarity chief 


WARSAW. Poland ( AP) — The 
last major underground Solidar- 
ity leader, a fugitive since the 
1981 martial law “crackdown, has 
been captured by police, the gov- 
ernment announced Tuesday. 

Komel Morawiedci. leader of a 
militant Solidarity splinter group 
known as Fighting Solidarity, was 
arrested Monday night at an 
apartment in Wroclaw in south 
western Poland, government 
spokesman Jerzy Urban 
announced at the beginning of his 


weekly news conference. 

Arrested with him was a 46- 
year-old woman identified only as 
Hanna L.. the spokesman said. 

Mr. Urban said that Mora- 
wiecki was being investigated on 
suspicion of smuggling and pos- 
sessing false identification pap- 
ers. for allegedly participating in 
a smuggling ring involving people 
in Poland and Sweden. The Pol- 
ish News Agency i.PAP) said the 
smuggling was “subversive and 
anti-sLx'iafist." 


U.N. assembly sets ‘zone of 
peace’ for South Atlantic 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — The 
United States cast the lone vote 
on Tuesday against a U.N. mea- 
sure calling for creation of a 
peace zone In the South Atlantic, 
free from outside military forces 
and nuclear weapons. 

By a vote of 1 22- 1. with eight 
abstentions, the General Assem- 
bly approved implementation of a 
measure to lay out a "zone of 
peace and cooperation" in the 
South Atlantic between Africa 
and South America. 

The United States, which also 


voted against the resolution last 
year, argued that only multilater- 
al negotiations, not a U.N. re- 
solution. could create an interna- 
tionally recognised peace zone. 

The resolution, introduced last 
year at the request of Brazil, also 
calls for greater economic and 
social conpe ration within the re- 
gion. The U.N. action is non- 
binding. 

Abstaining were Belgium. 
France. West Germany. Italy. 
Japan. Luxembourg. The Nether- 
lands and Portugal.

OSLO (R) — A senior intelli- 
gence official said on Wednesday 
that there may well be more 
bugging devices than those found 
last month in Norway’s embassy 
in Prague. 

Commander Kaare Granmar. 
head of the security secrion at 
Norway's Defence Command 
which checks foreign embassies, 
told Reuters that microphones 
found in October could have 
been obviously planted to lull 
Oslo into a false sense of security. 

“It is likely that there are 
other, more advanced systems in 
the building.” he said. 

Norway said on Tuesday it had 
found between 10 and 20 mic- 
rophones in the embassy and had 
delivered a sharp diplomatic pro- 
test to Prague. 

NATO member Norway, a 
prime target for espionage, said 
the buss were placed recently but 
that Norwegian interests had not 
been damaged. 

It was the second time in six 
years that Norway found bugging 
devices in its Prague embassy. 


U.N. reports 
Afghanistan 
human rights 
improvements 


UNITED NATIONS (R) - Se- 
rious violations of human rights 
persist in combat areas of Afgha- 
nistan but the situation has im- 
proved in areas controlled by the 
Soviet-backed Kabul govern- 
ment. a U.N. report has said. 

The report was drafted by Felix 
Ermacora of Austria who was 
appointed by the U.N. Human 
Rights Commission in 1984 as a 
special rapporteur on Afghanis- 
tan but was able to visit that 
country for the first time only this 
year. 

It said the number of political 
prisoners had been reduced in 
government-controlled areas, 
prisoners had been released as a 
result of amnesties, religious 
practices were not restricted, no 
new reports of torture as defined 
by international accords had been 
received in the last six months, 
and the International Committee 
of the Red Cross (ICRC) had 
been allowed to inspect the Pol-I- 
Charkhi Prison. 

Mr. Ermacora, an Austrian mem- 
ber of parliament and a Vienna 
University Jaw professor, said the 
present human rights situation in 
Afghanistan was characterised by 
the government's attempt to im- 
plement a “policy of national 
reconciliation." 

“Leaving aside the speculation 
on the motive for such a policy, 
the special rapporteur recognises 
that there are some improve- 
ments in the human rights situa- 
tion in government-controlled 
areas, compared with the situa- 
tion described in previous reports 
however, in combat areas there 
are still serious contraventions of 
humanitarian law and human 
rights." the report said. 

The General Assembly has 
voted overwhelmingly for the 
ninth year to condemn the Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan and 
demanded early and complete 
withdrawal of 120,000 Soviet 
troops. 

The 159-member world body 
on Tuesday defeated a drive by 
the Soviet' Union, its allies and 
Afghanistan to tone down the 
traditional resolution of interna- 
tional denunciation first passed 
shortly after the Soviet Union 
intervened in the West Asian 
nation in December 1979. 

The vote of 123 to 19, with 11 
abstentions, came as U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar submitted a human 
rights report on Afghanistan mil- 
der than last year’s.

Clare O'Hare was charged with 
falsely kidnapping Dr. O'Grady 
between Oct. J2 and Nov. 6. She 
appeared in a heavily-guarded 
anti-terrorist special court and 
was remanded in cusiodv until 
Nov. IS. 

Mrs. O’Hjre was arrested on 
Sunday after her husband. Desste 
O'Hare, was alleged to have shot 
at her during an argument when 
he was last reported seen at Dun- 
leer. kilometres south of 
Dublin. 


Police have offered a 100,000 
punt /SI 67,000) reward for the 
capture of Dessie O'Hare, known 
as “the border fox." 


Police thought at first he was 
on the run with his seven-year-old 
daughter Jessie, but she was 
found safe on Tuesday over the 
Irish border in County Armagh.

Ministers of the 13 member 
nations gave the European Space 
Agency (ESA) approval to build 
Arianc-5. a rocket which will 
more than double the weight of 
satellites that Europe can lift at 
each launch to six tonnes. 

The rocket, due to fly by the 
mid-l'»9Us. wifi also be used to 
blast Hermes into orbit, paving 
the wav for Europe's first inde- 
pendent manned space prog- 
ramme. 

The vehicle, which at 21 tonnes 


will be less than half the size of 
the U.S. space shuttle, will be 
used from 1997 to service the 
Columbus space station, initially 
designed as part of a U.S. -lea 
permanently-manned station. 

Britain was the only member 
country not to approve the three 
programmes, protesting that 
Ariane-5 would be uncompetitive 
as a satellite launcher and that 
Hermes was an expensive status 
symbol. 

He said Britain was still in- 
terested in parts of the Columbus 
project, especially the unmanned 
Earth Observation Platform, but 
was unwilling to commit funds 
until an agreement with the Un- 
ited States had been reached. 

The ESA, bowing to pressure 
from West Germany. Britain and 
several smaller countries, agreed 
to try to hold its overall spending 
15 to 2H per cent below earlier 
targets of about S35 billion in the 
period to the year 2000. 

The ESA groups West Ger- 
many. France, Italav. Britain, 
The Netherlands, Belgium. 
Spain. Austria. Norway. Sweden, 
Denmark. Switzerland and Ire- 
land. Canada and Finland are 
associate members.

Brigadier-General Ramon 
Montano told reporters the 
ambush on Tuesday of Nemesio 
Prudenle was probably the work 
of rebel troops led by former 
Maj. Reynaldo Cabauatan. who 
was linked to previous coup plots 
against President Corazon 
Aquino.

27 killed, students protest 
against Colombo peace pact 


COLOMBO (R) — A wave of 
student protests and guerrilla vio- 
lence rocked Sri Lanka on 
Wednesday, and police reported 
at least 27 killed in renewed 
clashes. 

Police used Lear gas and batons 
to disperse 2.000 students chant- 
ing anti-government slogans in 
the centrS highland town of Kan- 
dy where a bomb exploded, 
damaging a telecommunications 
tower in the morning. 

Police said students" also staged 
anti-government demonstrations 
near Colombo and the southern 
city of Galle in protest against 
planned legislation granting tbe 
Tamil minority limited autonomy 
in the north and east. 

The new bloodshed took the 
death toll so far this week to 95. 
Police said they have arrested 64 


members of a banned Marxist 
group and shot dead six others. 

President Junius Jayewar- 
dene’s Lfruted National Party is 
expected to push legislation pro- 
viding limited self-rule to the 
Tamils through parliament on 
Thursday despite the protests. 

Finance Minister Ronnie De 
Mel told tbe bouse it was Sri 
Lanka's last chance for peace 
after four years of ethnic blood- 
shed. 

Political sources said Agricul- 
ture Minister Gamani Jayasuriya 
would resign from the govern- 
ment in protest against the auton- 
omy plan, which he says is 
damaging to the majority 
Sinhalese.

Auctioneers fai! to sell largest gold coin 


GENEVA (R) — A 12-kilogramme solid gold coin, believed to 
be the world's largest, went under the auctioneer’s hammer on 
Monday — but it failed to meet its reserve price of more than $8 
million. Auctioneer Geza Von Habsburg said last month’s stock 
market crash could explain why the piece, one of two 17th century 
Islamic gold coins on offer, failed to attract a high enough bid. He 
said a bid of $8 million was made for the coin, minted by Mogul 
emperors in India, but that was slightly below a reserve price the 
anonymous owner had set. Hapsburg said he then bid $8.5 million 
on behalf of the owner to end the bidding. "There were two 
serious buyers who after black Monday just did not turn up," 
Habsburg. president of Habsburg, Feldman S.A.. told reporters. 
He was referring to the stock market crash of Oct. 19. The 
auctioneer said the top bid for the second coin, weighing 1.1 
kilogrammes, was at $2.8 million also slightly below its reserve 


price. He bid $3 million, again to end the bidding. The company 
tit ' 


had earlier said there would be no reserve price, but Habsburg 
said this condition was changed because of the economic climate. 
He said rhe owner had privately received a bid for 510 million for 
the larger coin, and then decided to auction it. Only hours before 
the auction the Swiss government rejected an Indian embassy 
request to delay the sale on the grounds that the coins had been 
illegally exported without a licence.
